One  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  a  lot 
containing  less  than  15,000  square  feet  or  having  a  frontage  of  less  than 
100  feet  if  such  a  lot  was  recorded  at  the  time  of  this  By-Law  either  if 
separately  owned  and  contains  3,200  square  feet  and  did  not  at  the  time 
of  such  adoption  adjoin  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use 
in  connection  with  said  lot.  Any  recorded  lot  size  may  be  increased  sub¬ 
ject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  or  take  any  other  action  in  re¬ 
lation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  (At  Request  of  Abigail  Adams  Improvement  Associa¬ 
tion).  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws  and 
Zoning  Map,  Article  10  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  making  the  following 
changes:  Change  of  Districts.

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ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
Wednesday,  March  9,  1955 

The  Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45  in 
the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  9,  1955  by  the  Annual  Moderator,  Mr. 
Daniel  L.  O’Donnell. 

There  were  190  Town  Meeting  Members  present. 

Prayer  for  Divine  Guidance  was  offered  by  Rev.  Fr.  John  J.  Donegan, 
Pastor,  Immaculate  Conception  Roman  Catholic  Church  of  East  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

There  were  no  Town  Meeting  Members  to  be  sworn  in. 

The  Moderator  announced  that  a  group  of  Camp  Fire  Girls  from 
Weymouth  Heights  were  present  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Garrison 
as  part  of  their  study  of  government. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  present. 

We  now  continue  with  consideration  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant. 

As  previously  noted,  Item  23  of  Article  1  was  reconsidered  at  this 
time. 

ARTICLE  26. (  At  Request  of  Committee  on  Re-Zoning).  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  report  and  amendments  to  its  Zoning  By- 
Laws,  Article  X  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto. 

The  Appropriation  Committee  presented  no  motion  stating  that  the 
Zoning  Committee  will  make  a  report  and  recommendations. 

Mr.  Sheehy  of  the  Zoning  Committee  presented  the  report  of  the 
committee  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  1950  Annual  Town  Meeting  to 
study  the  advisability  of  changes  in  Article  X,  of  the  By-Laws,  known  as 
the  “Zoning  By-Law  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth”,  after  meetings,  study 
and  conferences,  hereby  submits  the  following  recommendations: 

Your  Zoning  Committee  has  met  to  consider  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  Zoning  Act  and  to  make  such  recommendations  as  seem  advisable 
for  consideration  at  the  Town  Meeting  for  March,  1955. 

The  principle  changes  requested  are  two  in  number,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  change  of  an  industrial  zone  to  a  residential  zone  which 
would  affect  a  section  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Weymouth  Heights  Station 
and  in  the  rear  of  Abigail  Adams  Circle,  of  relatively  low  land,  and  in 
part  salt  marsh,  but  having  a  frontage  of  about  seven  hundred  fifty  (750) 
feet  on  the  New  Haven  Railroad  and  abutting  the  Weymouth  Fore  River 
on  the  opposite  side.  When  our  industrial  zones  were  set  up  in  1939  this 
parcel  seemed  wholly  unsuitable  for  residential  building,  and  with  avail¬ 
able  spur  track  facilities  and  the  possible  dredging  to  make  light  draff 
shipping  facilities  available,  and  not  at  that  time  in  close  proximity  to 
any  residential  section,  it  was  set  apart  for  an  Industrial  Section,  and 
was  so  designated  substantially  before  the  recent  residential  growth  in 
the  area  which  has  resulted  in  the  present  request  for  a  change.  It  is 
still  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  committee  that  this  area  is  suitable 
only  for  industrial  development,  and  entirely  unsatisfactory  for  residen- 
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tial  growth.  However,  since  this  question  has  now  arisen,  we  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  Weymouth  has  created  an  Industrial  Commission 
whose  responsibility  it  becomes  to  seek  more  commerce  and  industry,  and 
in  whose  premises  the  question  of  such  a  change  in  zoning  should  have 
a  substantial  bearing.  It  is  our  unanimous  recommendation  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  that  commission  for  its  consideration  and  advice 
before  any  change  is  voted. 

(2)  Change  in  Lot  Size:  The  two  articles  in  the  warrent  bearing 
on  the  lot  size  have  some  features  in  common.  Both  call  for  a  15,000  foot 
minimum  lot  size,  and  both  make-  provision  for  smaller  lots  where,  after 
division,  there  remains  a  piece  of  land  slightly  under  the  required  area, 
and  both  provide  for  further  use  of  lots  recorded  at  the  time  of  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  not  adjoining  other  land  of  the  owner  which 
could  be  applied  to  increasing  the  area  to  the  required  size. 

The  petitioner’s  article  would  require  a  frontage  of  one  hundred 
twenty-five  feet  at  the  building  line.  It  provides  no  exception  to  apply  to 
the  many  available  small  tracts  of  land  existing  in  Weymouth  which  are 
surrounded  by  or  adjacent  to  land  where  dwellings  have  already  been 
built  on  smaller  lots  and  where  there  would  be  no  market  for  dwellings 
constructed  on  lots  of  the  proposed  15,000  square  foot  size. 

The  revised  article,  proposed  by  this  committee,  would  provide  for  a 
frontage  of  one  hundred  twenty  feet  (120)  at  the  building  line,  and  would 
realize  the  existence  of  areas  so  surrounded  by  or  adjacent  to  those 
where  dwellings  have  already  been  built  on  smaller  lots,  and  would  pro¬ 
vide  for  relief  administered  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  cover  such  a  tract 
where  the  standards  of  the  neighborhood,  so  established,  does  not  reason¬ 
ably  require  division  into  lots  as  large  as  the  act  describes.  This  revision 
would  permit  such  exceptions  to  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards  in  harmony  with  the 
general  purposes  and  intent  of  the  revised  by-law  where  such  relief  is 
desirable  and  might  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  good  and  without  derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  by-law. 

We  recommend  passage  of  this  revised  section. 

With  regard  to  a  more  complete  revision,  considerable  study  has 
been  made.  The  need  still  exists  for  additional  areas  where  light  industry 
could  be  carried  on,  which  industry  would  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  our 
growing  tax  rate.  The  Town  has  recently  recognized  this  need  by  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  new  Industrial  Commission.  The  success  of  this  com¬ 
mission  will  be,  to  a  great  extent,  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  indus¬ 
trial  area  provided  for  them  to  work  with. 

However,  when  consideration  of  this  problem  comes  before  us,  we 
run  up  against  the  major  change  which  the  Town  will  encounter  through 
the  construction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway.  The  Expressway  will  so 
divide  our  town  that  approximately  six  tenths  of  it  will  be  north  of  the 
highway  and  four  tenths  of  it  south  of  its  minimum  three  hundred  foot 
width,  with  access  as  presently  proposed  limited  to  one  interchange  ar 
Main  Street.  Overpasses  or  underpasses  will  be  provided  at  Summer  Street, 
Front  Street,  Middle  Street  and  near  the  junction  of  Pine  and  Pleasant 
Streets,  with  no  access  to  the  main  Expressway  at  those  areas.  The  mat¬ 
ter  of  providing  any  such  access  through  service  roads  on  either  side  of 
the  highway  has  not  been  made  fully  clear,  but  will  have  a  great  effect 
on  the  use  of  land  adjacent  to  the  expressway  and  may  provide  the  open¬ 
ing  of  extensive  areas  not  presently  developed  where  either  light  indus¬ 
trial  areas  or  more  residential  areas  could  be  provided.  It  seems  that  close 
watch  and  much  study  of  developments  concerning  this  highway  should 
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be  given,  and  that  such  changes  as  are  suggested  when  final  plans  are 
available,  should  be  promptly  brought  before  the  Town  for  action.

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120  feet,  if  such  lot  was  recorded  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  By- 
Law  if  separately  owned  and  did  not  at  the  time  of  such  adoption  adjoin 
other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection  with  said 
lot,  or  if  adjoining  areas  have  been,  prior  to  that  time,  developed  to  a 
substantial  extent  by  the  construction  of  houses  on  lots  generally  smaller 
than  is  prescribed  by  this  section  and  the  standard  of  the  neighborhood 
so  established  does  not  reasonably  require  a  subdivision  of  the  applicant’s 
land  into  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed,  then  the  owner  of  these 
lots  may  apply  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  relief  from  the  terms  of  this 
section  as  applying  to  any  of  these  lots,  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  may 
grant  such  relief  by  making  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  this  section, 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards  in  harmony  with  the 
general  purpose  and  intent  of  this  By-Law,  where  desirable  relief  may  be 
granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good  and  without 
substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  By-Law.

The  explanation  of  the  Appropriation  Committee  for  the  motion  of 
No  Action  was  that  no  information  had  been  received  from  the  Beach 
Committee  at  the  conclusion  of  their  meetings. 

Mr.  Mason  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Beaches  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  increasing  the  beach 
facilities  in  North  Weymouth  and  along  the  Fore  and  Back  Rivers  as 
appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  Mr.  Daniel  L.  O’Donnell  pursuant  to 
the  vote  of  the  1952  Annual  Town  Meeting  under  Article  58,  has  made 
an  investigation  of  these  areas  and  has  studied  the  various  possibilities. 

The  Committee  agreed  on  two  areas,  among  others,  that  should  be 
considered  for  further  developments  at  this  time.  Of  these  two  areas, 
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one  has  since  been  taken  over  by  the  government  for  their  defense  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  other  area  is  an  existing  beach  at  the  foot  of  Woronoco  Road, 
North  Weymouth  which  is  used  and  enjoyed  by  many  residents  in  that 
area.  These  same  residents  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  keep  this 
beach  clean  and  sanitary  and  have  done  a  commendable  job. 

The  Committee  feels  that  this  beach  area  is  worthy  of  serious  con¬ 
sideration  for  proper  development.  The  Committee  recommends,  as  an 
initial  step  toward  the  development,  at  the  expense  of  the  Town,  the 
placing  of  fill  at  the  end  of  Woronoco  Road  on  town  owned  land  to  pro¬ 
vide  parking  and  entrance  facilities  both  for  convenience  and  safety 
reasons.  At  present,  those  using  the  beach  must  park  their  cars  along 
Woronoco  Road  and  Evans  Street  in  front  of  private  homes  and  walk  over 
private  land  to  reach  the  beach.  In  case  of  accident  the  Fire  and  Police 
Department  would  be  unable  to  move  their  emergency  equipment  close  to 
the  beach. 

The  Committee  is  continuing  its  study  and  discussion  of  this  area 
and  the  other  areas  within  the  town  and  will,  at  a  future  town  meeting, 
submit  a  more  complete  report  for  consideration. 

Due  to  the  death  of  one  of  its  original  members,  Mr.  James  H.  Austin,

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  period  from  June  3,  1953,  the  date  of  the 
previous  examination,  to  March  31,  1955,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  Town,  as  snown  on  the  books  and 
records  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
Town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  in  the  offices  of  the  Town  Accountant  and  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  Town  Accountant’s  office  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  general  and  appropriation  ledgers  were  ana¬ 
lyzed  and  proved.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  cash  book  and  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations, 
transfers,  and  loans  authorized,  as  recorded  on  the  ledgers,  were  checked 
with  the  Town  Clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes  passed  at  town  meetings 
and  with  the  finance  committee’s  records  of  transfers  authorized  from  the 
reserve  fund.  The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit 
were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  on  March  31,  1955,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  tnis  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town,  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treas¬ 
ury,  and  with  the  town  accountant’s  records.  The  disbursements  were 
checked  with  the  town  accountant’s  books  and  with  the  Selectmen’s  war¬ 
rants. 
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The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  March  31,  1955,  was  proved  by  verifi¬ 
cation  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  books, 
by  verification  of  the  securities,  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  payments  in  advance 
of  maturity,  and  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on 
file.  The  outstanding  bonds  and  coupons  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  bank  balances  as  shown  by  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of 
deposit. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
taxes  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger 

accounts. 

« 

The  records  of  receipts  from  parking  meter  fees  were  not  adaptable  to 
audit  purposes  because  the  police  department  collects  the  money  and  leaves 
it  at  the  local  bank,  where  it  is  counted  and  credited  to  the  town  bank 
account. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assessments  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector’s  books  and  the 
foreclosures  were  verified.  The  recorded  redemptions  of  tax  titles  and 
sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and 
the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  March  31,  1955,  were  listed, 
reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments  of 
the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  the 
transfers  to  the  town  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts, 
and  the  cash  balances  were  proved  by  rconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  and  assessments 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subse¬ 
quent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  proved  with  the  assessors’  war¬ 
rants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  as¬ 
sessors’  records  of  abatments  granted,  the  taxes  and  assessments  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger.  The  tax 
collector’s  cash  balance  on  March  31,  1955,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  were  proved,  the  recorded 
collections  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books, 
the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the  department’s  auth¬ 
orized  to  grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed,  proved 
with  the  departmental  controls,  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental  and  water  accounts  were 
further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  assessors’  computations  of  the  tax  rates  for  the  years  1953  and 
1954  were  examined  and  checked.  The  records  of  abatements  granted  by 
the  board  of  assessors  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  books  of  the 
collector  and  the  town  accountant,  while  the  warrants  to  the  collector 
were  listed  and  compared  with  the  detailed  commitment  lists. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  examined,  the  pay¬ 
ments  in  advance  and  the  amounts  due  and  added  to  taxes  1953  and  1954 
were  verified,  while  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed 
and  proved  with  the  town  accountant’s  controlling  accounts. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and  checked 
in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued,  as  well  as  from  marriage  intentions,  recording  fees,  copies  of  rec¬ 
ords,  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance 
on  March  31,  1955,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  financial  votes  passed  at  town  meetings,  as  recorded  by  the  town 
clerk,  were  checked  in  detail  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger  accounts, 
the  aggregates  of  the  appropriations  being  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
computations  of  the  tax  rates. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  various  town  officials  required  to  furnish  them 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to 
be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  of  the  police,  health,  school,  and  library  departments,  as 
well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this  report 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s,  tax  collector’s,  and  town 
clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  depart¬ 
mental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  co-operation  was  extended  by  ail 
town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish 
to  express  appreciation.

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SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


December  8,  1955. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project  of  its  activities  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1955. 

• 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $8,000.00  for  mosquito  control 
for  1955.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  a  co-operative 
effort  embracing  the  city  of  Quincy,  and  towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset, 
Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Scituate  and  Weymouth. 

TYPE  OP  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based  on  drainage  in  the 
off  season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas  found  to  be  breeding  during  the 
mosquito  season.  This  was  supplemented  by  the  use  of  a  fog  generator  to 
combat  flying  mosquitoes. 

AERIAL  SPRAYING 

The  spring  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps,  too  large  to  be  treated 
by  hand,  was  done  in  the  latter  part  of  April. 

In  June  it  became  evident  that  migration  of  adult  mosquitoes  from 
uncontrolled  areas  outside  the  project  was  occurring.  In  addition,  it  was 
clear  that,  in  certain  areas,  swamps  which  had  been  spryaed  in  April  had 
produced  a  second  batch  of  mosquitoes.  Therefore,  an  additional  treat¬ 
ment  was  applied. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy  (2,470)  acres  were  sprayed 
by  air  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

GROUND  SPRAYING 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  throughout  their  sections 
of  the  project.  They  varied  from  this  circuit  to  treat  in  the  vicinity  of 
complaints  or  to  treat  places  found  breeding  by  the  superintendent  or  the 
Inspector.  They  then  returned  to  their  rounds. 

Following  the  heavy  floods  of  August,  these  crews  bore  an  exceptionally 
heavy  load.  Breeding  of  mosquitoes  was  found  in  practically  every  wet 
spot,  including  lawns  and  areas  never  in  the  history  of  the  project  found 
to  be  wet.  Crews  worked  overtime  during  that  period  spraying  all  areas 
they  could  find. 

CATCHBASIN  SPRAYING 

This  important  phase  of  urban  mosquito  cbntrol  was  attacked  for  the 
first  time  by  the  project  this  past  year. 

In  June,  the  three- wheeled  Cushman  Truckster,  purchased  last  winter, 
was  put  into  service.  By  August,  a  three-wheeled  motorcycle  and  its 
equipment  had  been  delivered.  This  was  in  service  for  the  rest  of  the 
season. 
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In  addition  to  the  two  units  mentioned  above,  treatment  of  catch- 
basins  was  also  done  from  the  crew  trucks  by  means  of  a  hydraulic  sprayer. 

All  catchbasins  were  treated  twice  during  the  season,  and  some  three 
times. 

Next  year  we  shall  be  able  to  begin  the  year  with  two  units  and  expect 
to  have  a  third  one  in  service  by  July  1.  It  is  anticipated  that  all  basins 
will  be  treated  at  least  three  times  and,  if  found  necessary,  a  fourth  treat¬ 
ment  will  be  applied. 

DRAINAGE 

Drainage  and  elimination  of  mosquito  breeding  places  has  been  con¬ 
sidered  the  keystone  of  mosquito  control  by  leaders  in  the  mosquito  control 
field  from  the  very  beginning. 

The  project  has  limited  its  action  to  work  on  the  minor  streams  in  the 
area.  The  altering  of  major  water  courses  requires  detailed  engineering 
study  and  considerably  more  equipment  or  money  for  contracting  for  such 
equipment  than  this  project  has  available. 

The  August  floods,  while  they  produced  large  broods  of  mosquitoes  at 
the  time,  had  an  additional  and  even  more  costly  effect  on  the  operation 
of  the  project  when  one  considers  the  drainage  problem. 

Many  of  the  streams  and  culverts  previously  cleaned  were  refilled  with 
debris  and  sand,  and  must  receive  further  attention.  Some  drainage 
formerly  considered  to  be  in  fair  shape  has  now  become  critical.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  the  floods  in  many  cases  made  bad  situations  even  worse. 

The  above  has  greatly  increased  the  amount  of  work  the  project 
must  do. 

The  matter  of  drainage  on  the  salt  marshes  has  been  approached  from 
a  different  viewpoint  this  year.  In  former  years  all  such  work  was  done 
by  hand.  This  year  the  project  purchased  an  Oliver  OC-6,  crawler  type 
tractor  equipped  with  a  scaval  plow. 

This  plow  is  designed  specifically  for  cleaning  standard  salt  marsh 
ditches.  In  addition,  it  is  possible  to  cut  new  ditches  with  the  machine 
by  making  several  trips  along  the  line  of  the  desired  ditch,  each  trip  dig¬ 
ging  deeper  than  the  last. 

The  first  time  a  ditch  is  cleaned  with  this  machine,  two  or  sometimes 
more  trips  down  the  ditch  are  necessary  to  push  out  the  accumulation  of 
mud  and  debris.  It  is  expected  that  after  a  ditch  has  once  been  cleaned, 
the  ditch  will  be  relatively  clean  and  the  sides  relatively  square.  Under 
these  conditions  only  one  trip  per  ditch  will  be  necessary,  and  much  more 
rapid  coverage  of  the  marshes  will  be  possible  in  future  years. 

Although  this  machine  is  very  efficient,  it  is  by  design  limited  to  salt 
marshes  and  similar  fresh  water  situations.  It  must  be  complemented  by 
hand  work  where  ditches  are  too  wide  and  where  terrain  is  too  rough. 

In  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  6,150  feet  of  ditches  have  been  cleaned, 
10,955  feet  reclaimed  and  1,115  feet  of  new  ditch  has  been  dug.  This  figure 
includes  both  fresh  and  salt  marsh  work. 

FOGGING 

This  past  two  seasons  the  project  has  had  in  operation  a  Todd  Insecti¬ 
cidal  Fog  Applicator,  commonly  called  a  Tifa.  This  machine  emits  a  fog 
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containing  small  particles  of  insecticide  which  drift  with  the  ah  currenis 
over  the  area,  wiping  out  all  mosquitoes  and  other  flying  insects  contacted. 

The  machine  is  of  considerable  value  in  cutting  down  invasions  of 
mosquitoes  from  large  breeding  places,  and  is  our  only  means  of  control 
in  areas  where  our  chemicals  may  contaminate  water  supply. 

The  emergence  of  large  numbers  of  mosquitoes  following  the  floods  of 
August  demanded  that  this  machine  be  operated  every  night  conditions 
permitted.  This  work  was,  for  the  most  part,  in  excess  of  figures  budgeted 
for  labor  and  insecticides.  Provisions  have  been  made  for  such  work  in 
plans  for  next  year’s  operations.

PLANS  FOR  WINTER 

Throughout  the  months  between  the  past  and  coming  breeding  seasons, 
much  attention  will  be  given  to  ditching.  Work  on  the  salt  marshes  will  be 
done  in  the  Fall  and  early  Spring,  and  the  colder  Winter  months  will  be 
spent  in  the  more  protected  fresh  water  areas. 

When  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right,  prehatch  dusting,  as  was 
done  the  last  two  years,  will  be  done.  The  success  of  last  year’s  work 
along  these  lines  makes  it  feasible  to  expand  this  program  to  as  much  as 
help  and  weather  permit. 

In  addition  to  the  ground  dusting  as  noted  above,  it  is  planned  to 
make  small  scale  prehatch  application  of  DDT  and  DDT  granulated  in¬ 
secticide  from  the  air. 

Success  with  either  or  both  materials  would  enable  us  to  split  our 
application  to  spray  breeding  swamps  between  late  Winter  and  early 
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Spring.  This  would  relieve  the  early  Spring  load,  which  is  now  very 
heavy,  make  it  possible  to  pick  optimum  weather  conditions  for  application, 
and  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  air  spray  companies  who  are  in  demand 
everywhere  at  that  time  of  the  year. 


PLANS  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  on  last  year  will  continue.  Two  phases 
will  be  intensified:  catch  basin  work  and  ditching.  Modifications  will  be 
applied  to  the  fogging  program. 

Since  weather  conditions  and  terrain  have  such  an  effect  on  fogging 
operations,  certain  changes  in  materials  used  in  the  machines  and  changes 
in  method  of  operation  will  be  made,  based  on  the  experience  of  other 
projects  and  recent  research. 

Catchbasin  work  will  be  speeded  up  by  the  addition  of  another  unit 
and  operation  of  the  present  two  for  a  full  season.  In  addition,  in  line 
with  recent  experience  elsewhere,  the  concentration  of  the  spray  will  be 
raised.  Indications  are  that  longer  residual  effect  will  be  achieved. 

Ditching  with  the  tractor  will  proceed  throughout  the  Spring,  Summer 
and  Fall.  This  is  in  contrast  to  the  past,  when  such  work  was  done  b^ 
hand  in  the  Spring  and  Fall. 

In  addition,  the  crew  working  with  the  tractor  will  be  available  for 
fresh  water  drainage  work  when  tide  makes  it  impossible  to  work  on  the 
salt  marsh. 


PROBLEMS  TO  BE  SOLVED 

The  major  problems  of  this  project  are  three:  drift  in  of  adults  from 
uncontrolled  areas,  weather  conditions  and  availability  of  aircraft  at  the 
time  of  Spring  spraying,  and  the  condition  of  main  water  courses  in  the 
several  towns. 

Events  are  occurring  which  point  toward  the  correction  of  these 
problems. 

In  the  matter  of  “drift-in,”  the  formation  of  this  project  has  increased 
interest  in  mosquito  control  in  surrounding  areas.  There  is  now  before 
the  Legislature  a  bill  to  establish  mosquito  control  in  all  towns  of  Norfolk 
County  not  now  in  a  project.  This  will  give  us  protection  along  approxi¬ 
mately  one-third  of  our  perimeter.  In  addition,  interest  has  been  inten¬ 
sified  in  other  bordering  towns  so  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  get 
protection  from  these  towns. 

Weather  conditions  and  availability  of  aircraft  at  the  proper  time  for 
Spring  application  has  always  been  a  problem.  The  superintendent  will, 
therefore,  carry  on  limited  field  trials  of  new  methods  for  making  such 
applications  during  a  season  when  time  is  not  so  pressing  and  good  weather 
can  be  taken  as  it  occurs. 

The  recent  floods  have  focussed  attention  cn  the  condition  of  the 
major  water  courses  of  the  area.  In  many  cases  these  streams  are  not 
adequate  to  carry  off  the  water  now  entering  them  from  newly  built  up 
areas,  which  in  their  natural  condition  tended  to  absorb  the  precipitation 
and  thus  lessen  flood  levels.  In  some  cases  man-made  blockages  compound 
the  problem. 
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It  is  probable  that  this  problem  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future; 
indeed,  steps  have  already  been  taken  in  several  of  the  towns. 

Any  strides  in  this  direction  will  contribute  to  mosquito  control  since 
large  ponded  areas  on  the  local  meadows  will  be  cut  down  and  when  the 
streams  are  at  a  low  enough  level,  lateral  ditching  can  be  put  into  the 
adjacent  swampland.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

December  26,  1955 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1955  saw  a  major  improvement  in  the  Town  recreation 
program  with  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Recreation  Director  in  the 
person  of  William  F.  Kirrane.  With  limited  funds,  Mr.  Kirrane  started  a 
full-time  year-round  recreation  program  for  all  ages,  and  has  made  plans 
for  a  more  varied  and  complete  program  for  the  future  years. 

The  waterfront  program,  under  Director  John  Lonergan,  continued  to 
provide  enjoyment  and  instruction  to  all  ages  in  great  numbers.  The 
continued  application  of  sand  to  Wessagusset  Beach  was  appreciated  by 
all  the  residents  using  this  beach. 

The  playground  program  continued  and  improved  under  the  experi¬ 
enced  handling  of  Mr.  Kirrane.  George  Christensen  and  Joan  Gould  were 
selected  as  the  most  outstanding  boy  and  girl  on  the  playgrounds  during 
the  summer  program. 

With  the  continued  use  of  part-time  workers  on  the  major  parks  during 
the  evening  hours,  vandalism  was  kept  at  a  minimum,  and  the  residents 
enjoyed  an  evening  program  on  a  small  scale. 

Our  parks  were  used  extensively  during  the  evening  hours  and  on 
weekends  by  the  various  ball  leagues  in  town,  there  being  a  ball  game  in 
every  park  every  night  of  the  week. 

We  sincerely  extend  our  thanks  to  the  various  town  officials  and  the 
various  other  town  departments  for  their  splendid  co-operation  with  the 
Park  Department  during  the  past  year.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1955. 

The  department  responded  to  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-eigth  alarms 
during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  four  of  these  alarms  were  for  fires  in¬ 
volving  buildings.  Ten  hundred  and  thirty-four  were  for  all  other  emer¬ 
gency  calls  as  listed  below. 

Many  of  these  calls  were  due  to  the  floods  which  occurred  in  August. 
Total  alarms  consisted  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  bell  alarms  and 
nine  hundred  and  four  still  alarms.  In  spite  of  the  record  number  of  calls 
the  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  low. 

The  condition  of  the  apparatus  and  stations  is  good  and  should  require

REPORT  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE 

Weymouth,  Massachusetts 


December  31,  1956 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  have  continued  our  contract  with  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power 
Company  to  light  the  streets  of  the  Town. 

Having  added  104  lights  during  the  year,  we  are  now  maintaining  2,582 
lamps  of  which  2,315  are  of  the  regular  100  candle  power  size,  and  161 
are  of  the  15,000  lumen  mercury  variety. 

Our  monthly  bill  is  now  almost  $5,100. 

For  1956  we  are  asking  for  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  these  lights 
and  add  100  new  100  candle  power  lights:  also,  20  new  20,000  lumen 
mercury  lights. 

This  will  require  $64,750.76. 

The  increase  of  about  $4,000  is  due  to  the  increased  number  and  size 
of  lights,  there  being  no  change  in  rates. 

Back  River  bridge  is  still  without  lighting  as  the  State  authorities  have 
not  as  yet  installed  any  fixtures  and  there  is  nothing  we  can  do  until 
the  State  has  done  its  part.

It  has  been  a  very  busy  year  in  our  department  and  we  have  especially 
noticed  the  increased  case  load  during  the  past  few  months.  We  all  realize 
that  Weymouth  has  grown  considerably  in  population  over  the  past  few 
years  and  that  veterans  and  their  families  comprise  a  large  part  of  this 
increase.  Further,  many  of  these  veterans  have  been  in  Weymouth  long 
enough  to  become  settled  here  insofar  as  our  program  is  concerned,  and 
this  accounts  somewhat  for  the  increase  in  our  expenditures  under  Veterans’ 
Benefits.  Because  of  this  we  have  included  in  our  1956  Budget  a  request 
for  $115,000.00  for  Veterans’  Benefits.  This  figure  may  or  may  not  take 
care  of  our  needs  for  1956,  but  we  feel  it  is  a  fair  request. 

Because  all  town  department  expenditures  are  covered  by  our  Town 
Accountant  we  are  not  giving  detailed  expenditures  of  our  office  in  this 
report.  However,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  our  town  is  reimbursed 
fifty  percent  of  all  department  expenditures  for  Veterans’  Benefits,  War 
Allowance,  and  State  Burial  allowance. 

As  I  have  only  recently  taken  over  this  department,  after  Mr.  Stein’s 
retirement,  I  am  not  fully  aware  of  the  year’s  transactions. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  those 
who  assisted  us  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  this  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1955, 
under  Article  24  (on  petition  of  George  E.  Lane  and  others).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  for  a  study,  report  and  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  for  a  town  wide  drainage  system  or  take  any  other  action  in  re¬ 
lation  thereto. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  the  Appropriation  Committee,  it  was 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  preparation  of  a  detailed  engineering  report,  which 
would  include  plans  and  profiles  of  all  existing  and  recommended  main 
drains  with  estimates  of  cost.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Modera¬ 
tor  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  obtain  said  report. 

The  committee  of  five  appointed  by  the  Moderator  on  April  14,  1955 
held  their  first  meeting  April  29,  1955  and  met  the  second  Monday  evening 
of  each  month  throughout  the  year. 

I 

In  preparation  of  a  comprehensive  report  on  drainage  for  the  Town 
of  Weymouth  the  committee  entered  into  contract  with  Metcalf  and  Eddy, 
Engineers  on  July  11,  1955  to  assemble  available  data  of  drainage  facilities 
from  Town  records,  and  make  field  surveys  of  existing  drains  and  other 
waterways;  and  studies,  preliminary  designs  and  estimates  of  cost  for 
proposed  drains. 

The  assembling  of  data  from  records  and  field  surveys  is  substantially 
completed. 

The  basis  of  design  and  basic  unit  costs  have  been  determined,  and 
studies  and  preliminary  designs  are  well  along  or  in  progress  for  all 
drainage  districts. 

Studies  for  the  Smelt  Brook  drainage  district  were  started  early  in 
the  program.  Preliminary  designs  for  the  relief  of  existing  drains  in 
Washington  Street  and  in  Weston  Park  in  that  district  are  well  advanced 

The  engineers  for  the  Southeast  Expressway  have  met  with  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  have  given  assurance  that  drainage  plans  for  the  expressway, 
when  completed,  will  be  discussed  with  the  committee  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town. 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  assist  all  who  presented  drainage 
problems  and  have  advised  the  engineers  of  these  problems  so  that  they 
may  be  incorporated  in  the  master  plan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Weymouth 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  forty-ninth  annual  report  as  Town  Engineer 
of  Weymouth. 

In  1907  the  town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  a  small  sum  to  start  a 
survey  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  and  to  prepare  Assessors’  sheets  each 
year  as  the  work  progressed. 

I  was  employed  to  do  this  and  the  usual  work  of  triangulation,  observa¬ 
tion  to  establish  a  true  north  point,  layout  of  a  proposed  system  of  sheets 
to  cover  the  entire  town,  the  necessary  survey  work,  etc.  incidental  to  the 
proper  plotting  of  any  town  was  begun  and  one  sheet  numbered  7  of  the 
Assessors’  sheets  was  finished  in  1907. 

The  work  was  continued  with  a  small  appropriation  each  year,  the 
finished  sheets  revised  for  assessment  purposes  each  year,  the  entire 
set  of  65  sheets  finished  in  1915;  and  complete  annual  sets  of  Assessors’ 
sheets  covering  the  entire  town  exist  for  the  past  40  years. 

The  preparation  of  these  maps  each  year  involves  work  at  the  Nor¬ 
folk  Registry  of  Deeds,  at  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Probate  and  at  the  Land 
Court;  obtaining  information  from  other  surveyors  or  from  land  owners, 
and  in  general  from  any  accurate  and  available  source;  and  also  locating 
all  new  buildings  or  substantial  changes  in  old  building  in  order  that  the 
Assessors  may  make  the  proper  assessment  to  the  owner  of  record. 

Weymouth,  the  last  few  years  has  had  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds 
furnish  the  town  with  photostat  copies  of  all  deeds  or  legal  papers  affect¬ 
ing  ownership  in  Real  Property  and  these  are  copied  (typewritten)  on 
cards  and  filed  in  the  Assessors’  office. 

The  photostats  are  afterword  bound  and  will  be  later  filed  in  the 
Engineering  Department  of  the  town. 

There  are,  at  present,  about  48  books  already  bound  and  indexed  and 
others  to  be  bound. 

All  of  the  cards  copied  from  photostats  received  from  the  Norfolk 
Registry  of  Deeds  are  filed  with  the  Assessors,  averaging  between  two 
and  three  thousand  each  year. 

There  are  also  between  one  and  two  hundred  cards  received  each  year 
from  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Probate;  these  are  also  given  to  the  Assessors. 

Surveys  to  locate  boundary  lines  on  the  Assessors’  maps,  and  not 
available  from  surveys  made  by  my  office  for  private  parties  or  developers, 
are  made  when  necessary. 

Each  year  the  complete  set  of  65  maps  is  revised  to  January  first  of 
that  year,  a  set  on  paper  and  a  set  on  cloth  (block  system)  furnished  the 
Assessors;  and  a  print  of  any  sheet  or  a  complete  set  may  be  purchased 
from  the  town. 

The  block  system  has  been  established  by  the  town  and  any  parcel 
in  question  can  be  designated  by  its  lot  number,  block  number  and  sheet 
number  and  thus  be  easily  located  on  the  Assessors’  sheets. 

The  importance  to  all  concerned  of  promptly  recording  all  legal  papers 
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affecting  the  ownership  of  land  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

An  atlas  (the  7th  one  from  my  office)  was  published  in  1954  and 
many  copies  were  sold  by  the  town.  The  six  prior  atlasses  were  published 
in  1938,  1940,  1944,  1946,  1949  and  1951. 

Small  street  maps  were  revised  and  printed  in  1955  and  are  on  sale 

in  the  Town  Hall. 

I  append  a  brief  list  of  other  work  done  by  the  Engineering  Department 
during  1955;  this  includes  work  done  for  various  departments  of  the 
town  and  is  as  follows : 

Street  lines  for  abutters;  staking,  taking  profiles,  establishing  and 
giving  grades  for  street  construction;  taking  elevations,  staking  and  giving 
grades  for  drainage;  staking,  plans  and  descriptions  of  drainage  ease¬ 
ments;  staking  and  giving  grades  for  curb  and  sidewalk  construction; 
taking  prints  for  various  town  departments;  surveys,  plans,  typographical 
plans  of  land  for  School  Department;  descriptions  of  land  sold  by  the 
town;  and  in  general  the  engineering  work  common  to  all  cities  and  towns. 

In  closing,  I  herein  extend  my  thanks  to  your  Board;  to  all  other  de¬ 
partments  and  employees  of  the  town;  and  also  to  many  other  citizens 
of  the  town  for  courtesy  shown  and  aid  given  to  me  and  also  to  my 
assistants  in  our  work  throughout  the  town  in  1955.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  a  report  covering  the  activities  of  Civil  Defense  for 
the  year  1955, 

Weymouth  Civil  Defense  organizations  during  1955  continue  to  be 
on  approximately  the  same  level  as  previously  outlined.  There  is  little 
of  substantial  progress  that  can  be  reported.  The  government  has  failed 
to  inform  the  services  and  others  interested  of  any  potential  threat  and 
has  apparently  failed  to  convince  the  public  that  Civil  Defense  under 
present  day  conditions  is  of  real  importance.  During  the  year,  there  has 
been  considerable  discussion  of  Mass  Evacuation,  but  due  to  any  realistic 
program  eminating  from  C.  D.  Headuarters,  the  entire  complex  subject 
appears  to  have  been  dropped  for  the  present. 

Weymouth  Civil  Defense  has  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  at 
a  town  level,  mostly  through  its  two  most  active  units,  the  Auxiliary  Police 
and  Mobile  Communications.  These  units  served  the  town  of  Weymouth 
during  the  flood  period  and  several  other  occasions.  On  each  occasion 
the  services  rendered  were  highly  satisfactory  and  were  to  the  benefit  of 
the  town. 

Probably  the  most  important  Civil  Defense  function  during  the  year 
was  the  installation  of  generators  for  emergency  power  and  walkie-talkie 
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equipment  for  the  fire  department.  This  was  necessary  due  to  power 
shortage  which  caused  the  isolation  of  certain  equipment  during  the  1954 
hurricanes. 

We  again  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  Civil  Defense  and 
remind  others  that  there  has  been  no  change  over  the  long  years  of  our 
existance  in  the  basic  responsibility  of  all  citizens  to  share  in  the  common 
defense.

The  Weymouth  Landing  Parking  Area  was  graded,  penetrated,  and 
sealed  in  accordance  with  Article  11  of  the  annual  town  meeting. 


Charles  Diersch  St.  was  rebuilt  and  1050  ft.  of  stone  penetration  put 
in  place  along  with  retaining  walls,  and  a  24  inch  culvert  in  compliance 
with  Article  12  of  the  annual  town  meeting. 

250  ft.  of  roadway  was  constructed  on  the  town  property  at  402  Essex 
St.,  as  voted  in  Article  14  of  the  annual  town  meeting. 


A  new  drainage  system  was  instaled  on  Adorn,  Belmont  and  Summer 
Sts.  as  voted  in  Article  22  of  the  annual  town  meeting. 

A  parking  lot  was  started  on  the  land  acquired  off  North  St.  in  North 
Weymouth  under  authorization  of  Article  24  of  the  annual  town  meeting. 
In  conjunction  with  this  work  a  new  drain  was  built  in  the  area  in  order 
to  better  drain  the  large  area  of  swamp  land  on  North  St.  and  to  relieve 
the  householders  between  the  parking  lot  and  the  ocean  of  sea  water 
which  previously  backed  up  through  the  drainage  system.  The  foundation 
of  this  parking  lot  was  allowed  to  settle  during  the  past  six  months  because 
of  the  relative  instability  of  the  clay  found  under  the  swamp  land  in  which 
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part  of  the  lot  is  being  constructed.  At  present  the  parking  lot  is  again 
under  construction. 

Commercial  St.  from  Washington  St.  to  the  Weymouth  Landing  rail 
road  station  was  resurfaced  by  Bradford  Weston,  Inc.  of  Hingham,  under 
a  Chapter  90  contract.  Plans  were  drawn  up  by  the  state  and  country  to 
continue  reconstruction  of  Commercial  St.  to  Pierce  Rd.,  but  the  entire 
program  was  delayed  by  the  state  until  spring  because  of  the  inopportune 
showers  in  August. 

Extensive  drainage  work  was  done,  requiring  about  90  catch  basins; 
25  man  holes;  36  ft.  of  8  inches  corrugated  pipe,  and  82  ft.  of  10  inch 
corrugated  pipe;  concrete  pipe:  9,807  ft.  10  inch,  3,853  ft.  12  inch,  52  ft. 
18  inch,  1,332  ft.  24  inch,  40  ft.  36  inch,  and  80  ft.  of  72  inch. 

The  accepted  streets  in  South  Weymouth  and  Weymouth  Landing 
were  sealed  in  accordance  with  our  program  of  sealing  all  streets  every 
second  year. 

The  program  for  construction  and  repair  of  permanent  side  walks  in 
the  town  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
by  contract  with  the  Weymouth  Asphalt  Co. 

The  program  of  rubbish  collection  was  continued  on  a  bi-monthly 
schedule.  This  program  required  twenty  per  cent  of  the  total  personnel 
available  to  the  Street  Department  on  a  full  time  basis. 

An  extensive  reconstruction  program  was  initiated  during  the  latter 
part  of  August  and  all  of  September  to  repair  the  liquidation  of  our  streets 
by  excessive  rainfall.  The  entire  department  worked  a  seven-day-week 
schedule  so  that  the  damage  could  be  repaired  quickly  and  with  as  little 
inconvenience  to  the  motoring  public  as  possible.  All  streets  were  patched, 
catch  basins  and  drains  were  cleaned;  a  new  culvert  was  built  on  Elm 
St.  at  the  point  where  Old  Swamp  River  washed  the  road  away.  Lorraine 
St.  was  rebuilt  where  it  washed  away.  Charles  Diersch  St.,  which  was 
under  contsruction,  was  rebuilt  where  it  washed  away.  Pleasant  St.,  between 
Water  and  Iron  Hill  Sts.,  was  rebuilt,  many  walls  and  culverts  all  over 
town  were  rebuilt  or  patched  where  they  were  undermined.

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1955. 

Relief  in  general  has  numerically  held  to  a  level,  but  expenditures,  as 
I  predicted  in  my  last  annual  report,  have  increased.  Again  I  must  warn 
your  board  that  the  costs  of  relief  will  increase  in  the  current  year  over 
the  year  of  1955. 

This  again  can  be  charged  to  the  increase  in  medical  costs,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  anticipated  increase  of  hospital  charges.  As  of  this  writing 
we  have  not,  as  yet,  received  from  the  State  the  figures  to  be  used  for 
this  current  year  but  all  indications  suggest  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  per  diem  rate  in  all  categories  of  relief. 

The  legislative  act  granting  transportation  allowance  to  most  all 
old  age  assistance  cases  calls  for  a  substantial  Increase  in  this  particular 
category. 

I  am  requesting  this  year  an  intermittent  clerk  to  supplement  my 
clerical  staff  during  vacations  and  sick  leave  because  of  the  tremendous 
influx  of  paper  work  that  is  fast  becoming  impossible  to  keep  abreast 
of  with  my  present  staff  of  clerks. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  your  board  and  those  departments  which  have 
been  so  cooperative  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


December  31,  1955 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 

Gentlemen : 

We  are  pleased  to  forward  our  Superintendent’s  report  and  with  it  our 
own  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955. 

Last  year  we  built  a  little  more  and  this  year  we  built  a  little  less 
than  we  had  planned  due  to  bid  prices. 

Our  four  aims  have  been  the  construction  of  a  trunk  sewer  line  to  each 
of  the  four  principle  centers  of  the  Town.  The  arrival  of  the  East  Wey¬ 
mouth  Trunk  Line  at  the  Lovell  Playground  and  the  completion  of  that 
contract  fulfills  in  part  our  plan.  There  are,  of  course,  other  trunk  lines 
and  sub-mains  yet  to  be  built.  At  the  same  time,  the  driving  of  these  trunk 
lines  makes  possible  more  lateral  lines  to  areas  where  the  sewer  is  both 
needed  and  wanted. 

There  are  signed  applications  and  petitions  in  our  office  now  for  such 
sewers  and  insofar  as  we  can,  and  where  it  is  practicable  to  do  so,  we 
propose  to  satisfy  these  requests  in  the  order  received.  Depending  upon 
our  appropriation  and  bid  prices  for  1956,  we  hope  to  satisfy  about  half 
of  these  requests  during  the  coming  year. 

From  time  to  time  we  are  asked  about  the  cost  of  a  complete  Sewerage 
System  for  the  Town.  Based  upon  eight  years  of  experience,  we  offer  our 
latest  estimate  as  follows. 

As  of  January  1,  1955,  there  are  approximately  171  miles  of  Town  and 
Private  Ways  in  Weymouth.  During  the  years  to  come,  several  miles  of 
additional  streets  will  be  constructed,  however,  the  figure  of  171  includes 
many  miles  of  so-called  paper  streets  with  a  20  foot  width  that  will 
probably  never  be  developed.  It,  therefore,  can  be  assumed  that  if  170 
miles  of  sewers  are  installed  the  system  would  be  substantially  completed. 
Gaps  in  the  sewer  lines  at  summits  and  dead  end  street,  etc.  should  balance 
out  the  sewers  that  would  be  constructed  through  easements  off  streets 
through  back  land. 

At  present  there  are  24  miles  of  sewers  in  the  Town  installed  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $3,000,000.00,  indicating  that  the  system  is  about  14% 
completed.  Therefore,  the  installation  of  146  miles  of  sewers  and  ap¬ 
purtenances  will  be  necessary  to>  complete  the  system. 

As  of  January  1,  1956  there  are  an  estimated  10,730  dwellings,  garages, 
and  stores  in  the  Town.  To  date  there  are  1,053  separate  Particular  Sewer 
Connections,  representing  approximately  9.8%  of  the  total  possible  con¬ 
nections. 

With  an  annual  appropriation  of  $500,000.00,  it  appears  that  about 
38  years  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  system  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
approximately  $19,000,000.00  based  on  present  day  prices.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


December  31,  1955 


To  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 
Town  of  Weymouth 

I  submit  herewith  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Sewer  Department. 

During  1955  approximately  one  and  eight-tenths  miles  of  sewer  mains 
and  laterals  were  installed.  The  East  Weymouth  Pumping  Station  and  a 
Night  Soil  Disposal  Chamber  were  nearly  completed. 

May  26,  1955,  Contract  26  was  awarded  to  A.  Baruffaldi  Company  of 
Somerville,  the  low  bidder.  The  bid  price  for  this  contract  was  $161,195.00. 
This  work  was  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  I,  the  East  Weymouth  Main 
Sewer,  involved  the  installation  of  an  18  inch  pressure  sewer  and  a  16  inch 
cast  iron  force  main,  with  parallel  8  inch  gravity  sewers,  from  St.  Anne 
Road  to  the  East  Weymouth  Pumping  Station  located  off  Wharf  Street. 
Also  included  in  this  contract  was  an  18  inch  gravity  sewer  to  be  installed 
from  the  Pumping  Station  in  the  direction  of  Commercial  Square,  pass¬ 
ing  through  a  tunnel  underneath  the  New  York,  New  Haven,  and  Hart¬ 
ford  Railroad.  This  sewer  will  provide  a  connection  for  the  school  to  be 
erected  in  the  Lovell  Playground.  All  but  the  installation  of  the  tunnel 
and  some  general  cleaning  up  was  completed  this  year.  Part  II  involved 
the  installation  of  a  Night  Soil  Disposal  Chamber  located  off  Winter 
Street.  This  structure  should  be  completed  early  in  the  spring  of  1956. 

May  26,  1955,  Contract  No.  27  was  awarded  to  Richard  White  Sons, 
Incorporated  of  West  Newton,  the  low  bidder.  The  bid  price  for  this  con¬ 
tract  for  the  construction  and  site  development  of  the  East  Weymouth 
Pumping  Station  was  $109,097.00'.  This  station,  which  will  serve  the  entire 
East  Weymouth  Sewer  District,  is  scheduled  to  begin  operation  the  early 
part  of  1956. 

June  6,  1955,  Contract  30  was  awarded  to  Richard  White  Sons,  In¬ 
corporated  of  West  Newton,  the  low  bidder.  The  bid  price  for  this  con- 
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tract  was  $53,906.00.  This  work  involved  the  installation  of  10  inch,  12 
inch,  and  15  inch  sewers  along  Front  and  Sterling  Street  to  Walnut  Avenue. 
This  contract  was  completed  with  the  exception  of  cleaning  up  and  land¬ 
scaping  in  the  vicinity  of  Sterling  Street. 

July  18,  1955,  Contract  20  was  completed  by  DiMinico  and  Pallotta, 
Incorporated  of  Malden  at  a  cost  of  $174,967.16.  With  the  completion  of 
this  contract,  the  gravity  portion  of  the  East  Weymoum  Main  Sewer  that 
extends  through  the  North  Weymouth  Sewer  District  from  Pearl  Street 
to  St.  Anne  Road  was  completed. 

August  16,  1955,  Contract  28  was  completed  by  Salah  and  Pecci  Con¬ 
struction  Company  of  Brookline  at  a  cost  of  $98,009.07.  Contract  28  in¬ 
volved  the  construction  of  lateral  sewers  along  Pleasant  Street,  Broad 
Street,  Broad  Street  Place,  connecting  the  Academy  Avenue  School,  Linda 
and  Lantern  Lane,  King  Cove,  Sherwood  Road,  Rosalind  Road,  Rosemont 
Road,  and  a  portion  of  Evans  Street. 

During  the  year  sewers  were  installed  in  several  new  developments. 
In  these  projects  the  Sewer  Department  designed  the  sewers,  engineered 
construction,  and  supplied  pipe  and  castings.  The  developer  was  required 
to  do  all  other  work  and  supply  all  other  materials  for  these  installations. 
For  the  particular  sewer  connection,  the  developer  supplies  all  materials 
and  labor.  Sewers  were  installed  in  the  following  streets  in  new  de¬ 
velopments:  Sandy  Way  by  Oakcrest  Realty  Company,  West  Lake  Drive 
by  Arthur  Oman  and  Sons,  Incorporated,  Sundin  Road  by  Charles  S. 
Sundin,  and  Ingrid  Road  by  Klasson  and  Ericson  Contracting  Company, 
Incorporated. 

This  year  231  Particular  Sewer  Connections  were  installed. 

The  department  added  to  its  equipment  with  the  purchase  of  a  Dodge 
1V2  ton  Truck,  a  3  inch  Centrifugal  Pump,  a  3  inch  Diaphragm  Pump,  a 
Backhoe  Attachment  for  the  department  Front  End  Loader,  and  a  2200 
watt  Portable  Electric  Plant. 

All  preliminary  survey,  design,  and  contract  inspection  for  our  1955 
construction  program  was  done  by  the  department  engineering  staff,  except¬ 
ing  the  design  of  Contract  26,  the  East  Weymouth  Main  Sewer  and  Ap¬ 
purtenances,  and  Contract  27,  the  East  Weymouth  Pumping  Station.  This 
construction  was  designed  by  Metcalf  and  Eddy  our  consulting  engineers, 
who  also  provided  a  resident  engineer.  Surveys  and  design  for  our  1956 
contsruction  program,  now  being  progressed  by  our  engineering  staff,  are 
well  under  way. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  fellow 
workers  and  all  town  departments  who  so  courteously  assisted  us  the  past 
year.

Gentlemen : 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Health  Agent  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1955. 

During  the  past  year,  754  cases  of  communicable  diseases  were  re¬ 
ported.  In  1955,  the  Town  had  96  cases  of  polio.  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
was  given  to  1,272  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades.  Of  all  the 
children  inoculated  against  this  disease  two  children  came  down  with 
polio,  and  these  two  were  non-paralytic  cases.  During  1956,  we  are  plan¬ 
ning  to  inoculate  all  children  from  1  to  14  years  of  age.  This  program  is 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Swab  tests  of  eating  and  drinking  utensils  have  been  taken  and  the 
restaurants  and  eating  places  have  been  inspected  and  licensed.  During 
the  year,  one  eating  establishment  was  closed  due  to  unsanitary  conditions. 

Dairies  and  pasteurization  plants  have  been  inspected  regularly. 
Samples  have  been  taken  of  milk,  cream,  butter,  oleo  and  food  products 
for  bacteriological  examinations.  During  the  flood  of  1955,  all  food  and 
drugs  were  inspected  and  much  of  this  was  condemned  and  destroyed. 

In  the  past  year  the  Board  Members  and  Health  Agent  have  attended 
health  conferences  at  the  Massachusetts  State  College  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Maine.  Public  health  was  discussed  and  much  information  was 
gained. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  the  month.

The  annual  toxoid  clinic  was  held  in  the  schools  during  the  week  o t 
December  5,  1955.  Children  in  the  first,  six,  and  tenth  grades  who  had 
been  previously  immunized  and  at  the  request  of  their  parents,  received 
a  booster  dose  of  double  antigen  which  simultaneously  immunizes  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus.

NURSING  HOMES 

There  are  eight  nursing  homes  and  three  rest  homes  in  Weymouth 
Inspections  were  made  periodically  to  each  home  to  see  that  the  owners 
were  complying  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Mass.  Department 
of  Public  Health.  On  most  of  these  inspections,  I  was  accompanied  by 
Helen  F.  Adams,  R.N.,  Hospital  Inspector  of  the  Massachusetts  Dpeartment 
of  Public  Health.  A  report  of  the  conditions  found  in  these  homes  was 
recorded  and  filed  for  future  reference. 


SALK  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINE  CLINIC 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Polio  Advisory  Committee, 
th  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine  clinic  was  organized  in  Weymouth.  Children 
in  the  first  and  second  grades  were  given  an  opportunity  to  receive  the 
vaccine  free  of  charge.  Local  physicians  volunteered  their  services  to 
administer  the  first  injection  of  the  vaccine.  Through  their  splendid  co¬ 
operation,  and  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  school  nurses  and 
the  Weymouth  Visiting  Nurses’  Association,  the  clinic  was  a  success. 

The  total  number  of  children  eligible  to  participate  in  this  program 
was  2,350.  Of  this  number,  1,272  children,  with  the  consent  of  their 
parents,  received  the  first  injection  of  the  vaccine  during  the  last  week 
in  May.  Two  cases  of  non-paralytic  polio  occurred  among  the  1,272 
children  inoculated  with  the  Salk  vaccine.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


January  1,  1956 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  Water  Commissioners  organized  for  1955  with  Mr.  Stanley  T. 
Torrey  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Harry  I.  Granger  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Granger  was 
re-appointed  Treasurer  and  Collector  and  Mr.  Dizer  as  Accountant.  Sydney 
C.  Beane  was  re-appointed  as  Superintendent. 

During  the  dry  period  of  the  summer  season  the  large  consumption 
of  water  has  prompted  us  to  call  for  a  general  survey  of  the  Water  Works 
System  by  our  consultant,  Weston  and  Sampson  of  Boston.  A  preliminary 
report  indicates  additional  storage  as  immediately  necessary  besides  speed¬ 
ing  up  our  reinforcing  program  for  water  mains. 

To  meet  the  additional  costs  involved,  studies  are  in  progress  for  ne¬ 
cessary  increased  income  by  reviewing  water  rates,  billing  period  and  for 
resuming  charges  for  hydrant  rental. 

Major  items  undertaken  during  the  year  included  painting  of  the 
Essex  Street  standpipe,  installation  of  two-way  radio  in  four  mobile  units, 
and  continuation  of  the  program  of  cleaning  mains. 

We  are  concerned  with  the  large  amount  of  expenditure  required  for 
new  and  larger  mains  to  provide  the  required  flows  for  fire  protection 
to  accommodate  the  growing  construction  of  homes  and  business  espe¬ 
cially  in  outlying  districts  of  the  town.  We  advocate  that  the  tax  levy  carry 
its  proportionate  share  of  this  protection  to  the  tax  payer.  The  latter  bene¬ 
fits  by  keeping  his  insurance  rates  at  the  present  level. 

Again  we  call  attention  to  the  lack  of  drainage  under  Middle  Street 
near  Route  3.  Twice  during  the  year,  the  runoff  due  to  heavy  rains  has 
been  restricted  at  this  location  so  that  the  pumping  station  at  Circuit 
Avenue  has  been  flooded. 

We  regret  the  passing  of  Mr.  Tirrell  and  Mr.  Nosiglia..  The  depart¬ 
ment  will  miss  both  of  these  men  who  have  served  us  long  and  faithfully

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Weymouth  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Your  Superintendent  is  pleased  to  submit  his  17th  annual  report  for 
the  year  1955. 

The  South  Weymouth  Pumping  Station  and  Filtration  Plant  has,  for 
the  most  part,  kept  up  with  the  growing  consumption  of  water,  except 
during  the  extreme  hot  periods  of  the  summer  season  when  it  became  ne¬ 
cessary  to  call  on  the  emergency  wells  for  aid.  No  restrictions,  however 
were  required  on  lawn  sprinkling.  At  the  Station  the  heating  apparatus, 
as  well  as  the  chlorinator  was  overhauled  and  hydraulic  valves  in  the 
pipe  gallery  required  intermittant  attention.  Fencing  was  installed  to 
protect  the  public  from  the  intake  and  from  the  lagoon.  A  gasoline  driven 
generator  has  been  added  to  take  care  of  emergency  power  for  small  motors 
and  for  mobile  radio  equipment. 

With  increasing  demand  on  filters  it  is  recommended  that  an  addi¬ 
tional  pipe  line  be  installed  from  coagulation  basin  to  the  filters.  Filter 
control  tables  should  be  overhauled. 

The  Hollis  Street  Garage  is  now  too  small.  It  is  recommended  that 
this  1885  building  be  altered  and  enlarged  to  improve  shop  and  storage 
space,  as  well  as  to  provide  proper  conveniences  for  the  men.  One  new 
Chevrolet  dump  truck  was  purchased,  replacing  the  old  1948  dump. 

On  the  distribution  system,  the  cleaning  program  this  year  included 
1825  lineal  feet  of  14  inch  from  Great  Pond  to  Hollis  Street  and  4010  lineal 
feet  of  12  inch  from  Columbian  Square  to  Hollis  Street.  The  Essex  Street 
standpipe  was  painted  and  fencing  was  erected  around  Reed  Avenue 
standpipe. 

The  Department  personnel  regrets  the  passing  of  Mr.  Marshall  Tirrell 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Nosiglia.  Mr.  Tirrell  served  the  Water  Department  first 
as  Registrar  and  Collector  and  later  as  Office  Manager.  Mr.  Nosiglia  has 
served  for  many  years  as  Storekeeper  and  also  as  Patrol  Officer. 

The  rapid  growth  and  water  consumption  points  up  the  need  for  ad¬ 
ditional  facilities,  both  at  the  pumping  station  and  in  the  distribution 
system.  More  storage  and  a  continuation  of  our  reinforcing  program  for 
water  mains  should  be  considered  for  1956.  Consideration  should  also  be 
given  to  auxiliary  power  in  the  event  of  electrical  power  failure.  Studies 
are  in  progress  to  determine  ways  and  means  to  meet  these  additional 
costs. 

Your  Superintendent  wishes  to  express  his  gratitude  for  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  Board,  and  also  to  extend  appreciation  to  all  departments  for 
their  cooperation.

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines, 
pamphlets  and  pictures  for  home  use.  Phonograph  records  may  be  bor¬ 
rowed  at  the  Main  Library  only.  The  library  card  must  be  presented  when 
books  and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children’s  Departments 
at  the  Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for  the  boys 
and  girls.  Children  under  Senior  High  School  age  are  entitled  to  a  card 
if  the  application  is  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian.  Story  hours  for  the 
younger  children  are  held  throughout  the  winter  months: 

Main  Library:  Pre-School,  Saturdays  10:30  A.M.;  Grades  1-4,  Friday 
2:30  and  3:30  P.M. 

North  Branch:  Pre-School,  Friday  10:30  A.M.;  Grades  1-4  Friday

Reference  service  is  available  at  the  Library  or  by  telephone. 

For  the  convenience  of  residents  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Town 
there  is  a  weekly  exchange  of  books  from  all  Branch  Libraries.

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SEVENTY- SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

The  past  year  saw  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Tufts  Li- 
brary  and  its  branches  and  deposit  stations.  The  circulation  increased  more 
than  twenty- two  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  was  un¬ 
derstandable  and  anticipated  at  North  Weymoutn,  where  the  new  North 
Branch  was  opened  in  November  of  1954,  but  almost  the  same  increase  in 
circulation  occurred  in  all  other  parts  of  the  town. 

This  big  increase  put  a  strain  on  the  library  and  its  staff.  The  mair 
library  building  was  erected  more  than  sixty  years  ago  and  its  builders 
never  expected  that  it  would  serve  the  purposes  of  a  town  the  size  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  at  the  present  time.  The  Trustees  request  one  more  employee  to 
help  handle  the  increased  circulation,  and  sometime  hope  to  see  a  new 
and  adequate  building  erected  to  house  the  main  library.  Lack  of  a  suit¬ 
able  site  has  held  up  any  move  in  that  direction.  The  Trustees  note  that 
there  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  coming  town  meeting  to  con¬ 
sider  laying  out  a  civic  center.  If  this  article  should  be  favorably  acted 
upon  ,  the  Trustees  request  that  a  new  main  library  building  be  included 
in  the  plans. 

During  the  flood  in  August,  1955,  water  flooded  the  cellar  of  the  mair 
library  building,  broke  the  sewer  pipe  and  flooded  the  heating  plant.  The 
oil  burner  was  removed  before  it  was  injured,  but  the  furnace  was  badlj 
damaged.  The  entire  cellar  had  to  be  cleaned  and  sterilized.  Bills  for  re¬ 
pairs  and  cleaning  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Flood  Committee  and 
the  expense  was  met  from  the  state  flood  appropriation. 

During  the  severe  rains  numerous  leaks  developed  in  the  copper  val¬ 
leys  on  the  roof.  These  have  been  patched,  but  the  roof  is  old  and  new 
leaks  constantly  develop  with  every  rainstorm.  The  roofer  tells  the  trus¬ 
tees  that  a  thorough  job  of  repairs  to  the  copper  valleys  would  cost  in 
the  neighborhood  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  It  seems  the  height  of  folly  to 
continue  these  big  repair  bills  on  an  obsolete  building. 

One  cold  night  in  December  the  aquastat  on  the  heater  at  the  North 
Branch  went  out  of  commission.  As  a  consequence  a  water  pipe  broke  in 
the  ceiling.  The  entire  floor  of  the  building  was  flooded  to  a  depth  of  nearly 
two  inches.  About  five  hundred  books  and  all  the  magazines  were  ruined 
and  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  building.  Greater  loss  was  pre¬ 
vented  by  Officer  Glynn,  who  discovered  water  pouring  from  the  building 
and  by  the  Fire  Department,  who  helped  sweep  the  water  outside. 

The  Trustees  are  investigating  the  question  of  the  liability  of  the 
contractor  and  they  have  turned  the  matter  over  to  the  Town  Counsel 
for  settlement. 

The  branches  and  deposit  stations  all  contribute  to  the  increased  cir¬ 
culation  and  are  well  patronized  and  the  Trustees  have  requested  the 
School  Board  to  include  a  library  in  the  plans  of  the  new  Shaw  School 
so  that  the  service  to  Nash’s  Corner  can  be  continued.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library: 


As  we  look  back  over  the  year  1955  we  realize  as  never  before  in  the 
history  of  the  library  the  problems,  the  responsibilities  and  the  challenges 
that  come  with  rapid  growth.  1955  was  a  state  census  year  and  we  learned 
that  our  town  now  has  a  population  of  42,747,  a  gain  of  30.7%  since  the 
federal  census  in  1950.  We  would  expect  our  library  to  keep  pace  with  the 
growth  of  our  town,  but  it  has  done  more  than  that.  Over  the  past  five 
years  the  circulation  of  books  has  increased  126,107  or  61%.  This  is  prac¬ 
tically  twice  the  percentage  gain  of  the  population.  Just  for  the  year  1955 
our  book  circulation  increased  by  60,869,  bringing  the  total  book  circulation 
of  the  library  to  a  new  high  of  332,707  loans  during  1955.  This  is  an  aver¬ 
age  of  1,098  books  loaned  each  day  that  the  library  was  open  to  the  public. 

A  study  of  the  library  records  for  1955  shows  a  tremendous  increase 
in  the  use  of  the  library  by  children  of  grade  school  age.  Of  the  2,874  new 
borrowers  in  1955,  slightly  more  than  one  half  were  children,  and  these 
boys  and  girls  borrowed  and  read  63%  of  all  the  books  loaned.  More  than 
10,000  books  were  sent  out  to  the  schools  in  classroom  collections  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  books  already  in  the  school  libraries  at  the  Adams,  Home¬ 
stead,  Pratt,  Pond  and  Shaw  Schools  where  80.7%  of  the  book  circulation 
is  to  the  boys  and  girls,  “Johnny”  can  head  in  Weymouth!  and  this  augurs 
well  for  the  future  adult  reading  public  of  the  TUfts  Library. 

The  five  school  library  stations  had  a  total  book  circulation  of  48,413. 
This  is  equivalent  library  service  to  that  given  in  a  busy  branch  library. 
It  exceeds  the  book  circulation  of  our  East  Branch  by  15,848,  and  serves  a 
more  widely  scattered  population  than  any  one  branch  library  can  reach. 
At  Pond  Plain  the  library  moved  into  the  Pond  School  a  little  over  a  year 
ago,  and  has  just  completed  its  first  full  year  in  that  location.  Open  only 
one  day  a  week,  it  circulated  in  1955  15,941  books,  an  increase  of  9,777  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  new  branch  library  at  North  Weymouth  has  also  just  completed 
its  first  full  year  of  library  service  and  a  very  full  year  it  has  been.  It 
loaned  a  total  of  63,909  books:  a  gain  of  13,208  over  its  circulation  the 
previous  year.  It  attracts  borrowers  from  other  sections  of  town  as  well 
as  its  own  locality,  especially  from  Weymouth  Heights  and  East  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  because  it  is  a  beautiful  and  functional  modern  library  build¬ 
ing  it  has  attracted  many  visitors,  including  architects  and  trustees  and 
librarians  from  other  libraries.  Two  professional  groups  met  in  the  North 
Branch  Library  in  the  Spring  of  1955.  The  Pioneer  Library  Club  of  Greater 
Boston  held  their  May  meeting  at  the  Branch.  This  group  of  librarians 
of  small  and  medium  sized  libraries  with  comparable  problems  have  stim¬ 
ulating  discussions  and  gain  much  from  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  ex¬ 
perience.  Several  of  the  libraries  represented  are  faced  with  problems  of 
building  or  remodeling  and  were  especially  glad  to  see  our  new  branch 
library.  The  Old  Colony  Library  Club  and  the  South  Shore  Division  of 
the  Massachusetts  Library  Trustees’  Association  held  a  joint  meeting  at 
our  North  Branch  Library.  Mr.  Franklin  N.  Pratt,  president  of  the  Tufts 
Library  Board  of  Trustees,  welcomed  the  group,  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  T. 
Cooney,  our  assistant  librarian  and  president  of  the  Old  Colony  Library 
Club,  conducted  the  meeting.  Great  interest  and  enthusiasm  were  expressed 
for  our  library  and  a  number  of  librarians  have  returned  with  members 
of  their  Library  Boards  to  study  the  building  in  greater  detail. 
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With  the  landscaping  of  the  grounds  in  early  Spring,  the  library  be¬ 
came  a  beauty  spot  in  our  town.  The  members  of  the  Weymouth  Garden 
Club  very  graciously  planted  the  two  strips  just  outside  the  large  windows 
with  annuals  that  were  gay  all  summer,  and  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
have  fresh  floral  arrangements  inside  the  library.  This  was  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  both  the  library  staff  and  the  borrowers. 

This  year  the  North  Branch  has  had  classes  for  the  boys  and  girls  of 
the  Athens  School,  teaching  them  to  use  the  reference  books  and  the  card 
catalog  in  the  library.  This  is  of  real  value  to  them  in  finding  and  using 
material  needed  in  their  school  assignments.  The  weekly  story  hours,  both 
pre-school  and  grade  school,  are  held  regularly  with  enthusiastic  audi¬ 
ences,  and  a  weekly  program  for  adults  with  a  film  showing  and  fine  music 
was  inaugurated  in  October. 

The  greatest  present  need  of  the  North  Branch  is  for  more  books,  es¬ 
pecially  adult  non-fiction.  The  water  damage  to  books  when  a  water  pipe 
gave  way  just  before  Christmas  has  greatly  depleted  the  library  s  holdings 
of  informational  and  technical  books. 

More  than  half  of  all  the  books  circulated  in  Weymouth  in  1955  were 
borrowed  from  our  Main  Library  building  in  Washington  Square.  All  the 
books  purchased  were  received  at  that  building  and  cataloged  before  they 
could  be  circulated  there  or  distributed  to  the  branch  libraries.  All  the 
books  loaned  to  the  schools  for  classroom  libraries  were  prepared  and 
issued  from  the  Main  Library.  The  largest  percentage  of  reference  work 
and  all  of  the  administrative  work  of  the  library  is  handled  through  this 
building,  which  now  is  65  years  old.  The  building  is  costly  to  administer 
because  it  is  not  functionally  planned  and  because  repairs  are  constant, 
and  it  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  adequate  for  our  growing  town.  65  years 
ago  the  population  of  Weymouth  was  1(1,882;  today  it  is  42,747.  65  years 
ago  the  book  collection  of  the  library  was  13,163;  today  it  is  80,499.  65 
years  ago  the  library  circulated  58,246  books;  last  year  it  circulated  332,707 
books.  Yet  the  building  in  which  the  library  functions  today  is  the  one 
that  the  library  moved  into  65  years  ago.  Its  floor  space  is  less  than  one 
third  of  the  space  considered  standard  for  a  public  library  serving  a  com¬ 
munity  the  present  size  of  Weymouth,  and  the  town  of  Weymouth  is  con¬ 
tinuing  to  grow.  There  are  limits  to  the  number  of  books  that  can  be 
crowded  onto  a  shelf :  to  the  activities  that  can  be  carried  on  within  a  given 
space,  and  if,  in  the  years  ahead,  Weymouth  is  to  have  the  kind  of  library 
service  it  demands  and  deserves,  it  must  have  a  main  library  building  that 
can  house  the  books  and  provide  space  for  the  services.  This  is  our  urgent 
need. 

Within  the  space  we  have,  the  essential  functions  of  the  library  have 
been  carried  forward  through  the  past  year;  our  children’s  room  has  been 
rearranged  to  provide  a  corner  for  the  young  people  of  Junior  High  School 
age,  and  all  of  the  children’s  books  have  been  shelved  under  a  “reader’s 
interest”  classification  that  helps  the  boys  and  girls  to  find  for  themselves 
the  books  they  want.  Twenty  school  clashes  have  met  at  the  library  for 
instruction  and  the  story  hours  for  the  littlest  ones  and  for  the  grade 
school  boys  and  girls  have  had  interested  and  eager  audiences.  Honor 
certificates  were  awarded  to  837  children  for  reading  and  reporting  on 
twenty  books  each. 

In  the  Adult  Department,  book  lists  were  prepared  for  organizations 
and  study  groups,  for  the  religious  education  committee  of  a  local  church, 
for  the  Den  Mothers  of  the  Cub  Scouts,  etc.  Members  of  town  committees 
are  using  the  library’s  resources  for  their  studies,  and  we  hope  that  this 
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phase  of  our  work  can  be  amplified.  Two  active  and  enthusiastic  groups 
are  meeting  bi-weekly  under  the  library’s  auspices  for  discussion  of  Great 
Books;  a  first  year  group  meets  at  the  Main  Library  and  a  second  year 
group  at  the  North  Branch. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  personnel  changes  during  the  year.  On 
September  first,  Mrs.  Anna  Benedict  resigned  and  on  September  30th, 
Mrs.  Edith  Sanborn  left  us.  Both  of  these  able  and  valuable  workers  are 
greatly  missed.  Miss  Alice  Fay,  who  was  Assistant  Children’s  Librarian, 
was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Reference  Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Irene 
Thompson,  formerly  Branch  Librarian  at  East  Weymouth,  returned  to 
us  as  Assistant  Children’s  Librarian.  Mrs.  Ann  Brogan,  a  graduate  of 
Radcliffe  College,  joined  our  Staff  as  a  Junior  Assistant,  and  Mrs.  Emily 
Diiger,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  Library  School  and  with  ten  years  of  libra¬ 
ry  experience,  was  hired  as  a  Senior  Assistant. 

Two  of  our  library  staff,  Mrs.  Grace  Baldwin  and  Miss  Alice  Mulready 
haVe  taken  and  passed  the  State  examination  for  professional  librarian- 
ship  and  are  now  certified  professional  librarians.  This  is  no  small  achieve¬ 
ment,  for  certification  by  examination  is  considered  the  equivalent  of  a 
degree  from  an  approved  library  school  and  an  applicant  could  not  hope  to 
pass  the  examination  without  several  years  of  study  as  well  as  experience 
in  public  library  work.  We  congratulate  our  successful  candidates. 

The  hurricane  floods  of  last  August  brought  maintenance  problems. 
A  sewer  pipe  gave  way  and  had  to  be  replaced,  the  basement  of  the  library 
had  to  be  scraped  out  and  disinfected,  and  a  new  combustion  chamber  had 
to  be  installed  in  the  heater.  Other  maintenance  items  include  the  re¬ 
finishing  of  the  front  doors  and  surrounding  woodwork  at  the  Main  Li¬ 
brary,  repairs  to  the  roof  where  the  copper  valleys  and  the  gutter  pipes 
are  so  worn  that  they  frequently  break;  some  needed  re- wiring  of  the 
building  and  the  installation  of  a  little  additional  fluorescent  lighting. 

At  North  Weymouth  we  are  grateful  to  the  town  for  the  replacement 
of  trees  lost  in  the  hurricanes  of  1954.  and  for  a  new  sidewalk  on  North 
Street. 

We  are  grateful  to  many  for  gifts  of  books,  acknowledged  in  the  ap¬ 
pendix  of  this  report.  We  would  make  especial  mention  of  a  gift  from 
Sister  Margaret  Loretto,  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Convent,  made  when  she 
was  transferred  from  Weymouth.  She  gave,  as  an  expression  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  library’s  services,  $25.00  worth  of  books.  A  number  of  books 
have  been  given  by  friends  or  organizations  in  memory  of  some  one  who 
has  gone  from  among  us.  The  library  welcomes  such  gifts  and  has  a  spe¬ 
cial  memorial  bookplate  for  them. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Leighton  S.  Voor- 
hees,  trustee  of  the  Tufts  Library  from  1936  to  his  death  in  August  1955; 
friend  and  counselor,  a  man  of  fine  spirit  and  high  ideals.  His  kindness 
and  courtesy,  and  his  interest  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  library- 
are  and  will  be  greatly  missed.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


January  3,  1956 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

During  the  year  1955,  your  Planning  Board  has  held  not  only  the  regu¬ 
lar  monthly  meetings,  but  many  joint  meetings  with  other  town  boards. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  on  subdivision  control  during  the 
year,  however,  there  has  been  a  sharp  decline  in  new  developments.  They 
will  decline  more  rapidly  in  the  coming  year  because  of  the  enforcement 
of  class  A  regulations,  larger  lot  sizes,  and  the  scarcity  of  good  land  for 
building  purposes.  Many  problems  have  arisen,  however,  from  the  older 
developments,  and  they  have  occupied  a  great  deal  of  the  Board’s  time. 
The  problems  are  decreasing  also  with  the  Town  acceptance  of  private 
streets  and  the  elimination  of  drainage  problems  as  they  arise  in  and 
adjacent  to  new  developments. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  in  considering 
the  effect  of  the  proposed  new  expressway  through  Weymouth,  which  will 
disect  Weymouth  into  two  parts.  Although  funds  have  not  been  appro¬ 
priated  as  yet  by  the  General  Court,  they  are  contemplated  in  the  year 
1956,  and  the  problems  that  will  arise  from  such  construction  must  of 
necessity  be  considered.  Important  consideration  must  be  given  to  the 
effect  of  heavy  traffic  leaving  the  proposed  clover  leaf  near  the  junction 
of  Route  3  and  Route  18  in  Weymouth  Landing  with  the  heavy  traffic 
leaving  the  clover  leaf  at  that  point  and  proceeding  up  Main  Street,  past 
the  South  Shore  Hospital  and  through  Independence  Square  and  Colum¬ 
bian  Square  to  reach  the  proposed  new  developments  in  bordering  towns. 
Any  recommendation  relative  to  the  necessity  of  having  or  not  having 
access  ramps  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  Street  will  be  held  in  abeyance 
pending  the  appropriation  of  the  necessary  funds  for  the  expressway,  and 
the  holding  of  a  public  hearing  by  either  this  Board  or  jointly  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  basic  layout  plan  for  the  master  plan  has  been  completed  during 
the  year  and  further  steps  towards  the  completion  of  a  master  plan  will 
be  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  newly  formed  Town  Engineering 
Department  in  the  near  future. 

Various  other  matters  have  been  considered  by  the  Board  during  the 
past  year,  including  zoning  by;-law  changes,  town  incinerator,  drainage, 
parking,  business  and  industrial  areas,  and  others,  some  of  which  will  be 
reported  on  by  committees  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  various  town  departments,  officials, 
and  employees,  who  have  co-operated  in  rendering  their  assistance.

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TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENT  1956  ANNUAL  REPORT 


January  15,  1956 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

It  is  difficult  to  realize  that  twenty  years  have  passed  since  I  became 
guardian  of  Weymouth’s  public  shade  trees.  It  may  be  well  to  pause  at 
this  time  for  an  evaluation  of  the  past  and  future  of  our  Town  with  re¬ 
gard  to  our  trees  and  related  problems. 

I  did  not  enter  into  my  chosen  field  as  a  public  tree  official  or  Tree 
Warden  without  first  preparing  myself  with  proper  training.  The  attain¬ 
ment  of  a  boyhood  ambition  was  realized  when  I  was  first  elected  to  this 
office.  My  objective  has  been  to  benefit  the  town  through  a  scientific  shade 
tree  program,  by  bringing  professional  standards  and  ethics  of  good  shade 
tree  management  into  a  municipal  shade  tree  program. 

While  I  have  endeavored  to  give  my  best  to  the  service  of  the  town, 
I  am  not  completely  satisfied. 

From  the  beginning  I  had  hopes  of  working  our  town  systematically, 
street  by  street,  until  at  the  end  of  a  five  year  period  we  would  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  entire  town.  TP  achieve  this  goal  would  require  a  working  force 
at  least  triple  our  present  staff.  Such  a  proceedure  would  pay  dividends 
on  the  investment;  dividends  of  increased  public  safety,  greater  aesthetic 
valuations,  lower  future  expenditures  for  tree  care  —  in  short,  decreased 
tree  problems. 

Unfortunately,  we  are  required  to  function  on  a  caretaker  basis,  the 
net  result  being  that  only  a  few  trees  receive  attention  at  all.  As  with 
other  town  departments  which  are  suffering  from  a  lack  of  understanding 
of  their  needs,  to  the  Tree  and  Moth  Department  is  handicapped  by  a 
false  economy. 

Public  acceptance  of  my  proposals  are  most  encouraging,  but  public 
misunderstanding  of  the  existing  inability  to  carry  them  out  is  disheart¬ 
ening.  It  would  seem  that  town  departments  should  be  expanded  along 
with  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  public  expects,  and  is  entitled  to,  healthy  shade  trees,  free  of  pes¬ 
tilences,  dead  wood  and  structural  weaknesses.  The  public  justly  demands 
tree  planting,  adequate  tree  clearances  and  unrestricted  vision  along  town 
highways  and  at  intersections.  The  public  expects  and  rightfully  deserves 
freedom  from  flies,  mosquitoes,  Japanese  beetles,  canker  worms,  wood  ticks, 
earwigs,  Dutch  elm  disease,  poison  ivy,  and  numerous  other  public  nuis¬ 
ances. 

These  town  obligations  I  have  tried  to  fulfill,  however,  a  limited  bud¬ 
get  allows  us  to  give  only  superficial  relief. 

Beginning  with  the  1938  hurricane,  repeated  hurricanes,  Dutch  elm 
diseases  and  land  clearing  projects  have  created  a  tremendous  log  dis¬ 
posal  problem  that  is  startling  to  the  imagination.  Not  only  locally,  but 
across  the  nation  this  problem  has  been  a  major  one  for  tree  offiicals.  We 
had  long  since  exhausted  our  facilities  and  reasoning  on  this  matter  and 
were  considering  the  construction  of  burning  pits. 

One  of  our  local  contractors  solved  the  problem  by  studying  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  logs  burned.  Mr.  Gordon  Robertson,  bulldozer  operator,  vol- 
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unteered  to  prove  a  theory  that  he  could  burn  up  an  acre  of  log  debris 
within  twenty-four  hours’  time  by  pushing  the  debris  into  windrows,  firing 
it,  and  keeping  the  material  pushed  together.  It  was  tried  out  and  proved 
successful. 

I  outlined  the  above  proceedure  to  the  Municipal  Foresters’  division 
of  the  National  Shade  Tree  Conference  meeting  in  California  recently, 
and  it  received  wide  acclaim. 

There  are  some  serious  matters  connected  with  the  Tree  Department 
which  I  have  carefully  considered  many  times  over  the  years,  and  now  is 
the  time  to  put  them  into  effect. 

1  —  Tree  Ordinance. 

It  is  important  to  the  future  of  Weymouth  that  we  set  up  an 
ordinance  regulating  tree  practices  and  proceedures.  This  would 
assure  a  continuance  of  our  up-to-date  tree  program. 

2  —  Assure  future  skilled  leadership. 

To  further  assure  a  continuance  of  our  established  shade  tree 
policies,  it  may  be  advisable  to  consider  placing  the  position  of 
Tree  Warden  under  Civil  Service  status.  This  would  assure  the 
town  of  maintaining  a  continued  program  through  qualified 
leadership. 

3  —  Tree  planting. 

The  just  demands  and  growing  need  for  shade  and  ornamental 
tree  planting  has  created  a  backlog  of  petitions  which  cannot 
possibly  be  met  with  our  present  limited  resources. 

We  have  embarked  on  a  tree  planting  and  replacement  program 
which  is  becoming  nationally  known.  It  is  a  program  of  off-street 
tree  planting  which  every  town  and  city  hopes  to  someday  ini¬ 
tiate.  Weymouth  is  first  in  this  advanced  tree  planting  program. 
Let’s  continue  to  lead. 

“Make  1956  a  tree  planting  year/' 

4  —  Town  Nursery  improvements. 

A  ventilated,  cement  block  storage  shed  with  unloading  platform 
and  ramp  is  needed  at  the  Town  Nursery  for  storage  of  nursery 
tools,  wrapping  and  caring  for  nursery  stock,  housing  a  pump 
and  other  nursery  facilities.  We  also  need  a  simple  irrigation 
system  to  water  our  trees  periodically,  with  especial  attention 
during  drought  periods. 

5  —  Composting. 

Each  year  hundreds  of  truckloads  of  leaves,  grass  cuttings,  road¬ 
side  weeds,  etc.,  are  carried  to  the  dump  for  disposal.  This  waste 
of  Nature’s  own  ingredients  for  making  topsoil  should  cease! 
The  quantities  of  loam  purchased  by  the  town  each  year  in  the 
normal  operation  of  our  town  services  is  staggering. 

I  propose  that  composting  areas  be  set  up  in  each  part  of  town, 
possibly  on  tax  title  land  where  these  materials  could  be  deposited 
and  allowed  to  decompose.  This  proceedure  in  itself  would  make 
many  savings  in  miles  and  hours  of  long  distance  hauling  to  the 
public  dump. 

The  only  necessary  expenditure  for  this  project  would  be  the 
purchase  of  a  soil  shredder,  a  machine  which  pulverizes  and 
screens  the  compost,  providing  a  top  soil  superior  to  any  we 
could  buy. 
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Visits  to  several  composting  projects  in  some  of  our  large  Mid¬ 
western  cities  confirms  my  belief  that  such  a  project  would  be 
of  great  benefit  and  saving  to  the  Town. 

6  —  Conservation  vs  Drainage. 

Attention  should  be  brought  to  the  fact  that  present  day  drain¬ 
age  problems  are  a  result  of  a  direct  violation  of  Nature’s  laws. 
Because  of  the  thoughtless  or  unscrupulous  manner  in  which 
forest  land  and  topsoil  are  being  destroyed,  no  amount  of  storm 
drains,  catch  basins,  or  sewers  will  completely  eliminate  these 
problems,  and  the  continual  abuses  of  Nature  can  only  heap 
further  burdens  of  financial  responsibilities  on  the  taxpayers. 
Correction  of  these  problems  rests  in  great  part  in  rebuilding 
the  topsoil  and  replenishing  the  forest  growth  in  many  of  these 
areas. 

The  wholesale  slaughter  of  vast  acreages  of  forest  and  open  land 
is  rapidly  becoming  a  national  calamity  in  which  we  are  locally 
involved. 

Floods  with  the  pursuant  destruction  of  life  and  property  has  a 
direct  relationship  to  the  prior  destruction  of  forests  and  topsoil. 
Conservation  regulations  should  be  put  into  effect  requiring  that 
all  idle  acres  in  Weymouth  be  planted  to  productive  forest 
growth. 

Formation  of  Conservation  Committees  as  a  part  of  our  civic 
and  social  organizations  would  be  a  start  toward  a  sound  forest 
and  soil  conservation  plan. 

The  depletion  of  our  forest  lands  has  a  direct  bearing  on  juvenile 
delinquency.  There  is  a  certain  amount  of  pioneer  spirit  in  every 
redblooded  youth,  and  it  can  only  be  exercised  by  healthy  out¬ 
door  hiking  and  rambling  in  the  woods. 

As  our  forested  areas  decrease,  many  youths  are  deprived  of  a 
healthy  environment  and  turn  to  street  corner  gangs. 

The  town  should  give  consideration  to  acquiring  and  improving 
many  forested  areas,  the  establishment  of  nature  trails,  camp 
sites,  perhaps  a  lodge  where  groups  could  assemble  for  guided 
nature  study,  and  finally  a  nature  museum. 

Many  town  departments  could  contribute  to  the  success  of  sucb 
projects. 

There  is  much  need  for  the  forest  primeval  to  be  included  in 
our  park  department. 

Last  but  not  least  —  We  must  remember  this!  Our  water  supply 
present  and  future,  is  dependent  on  the  amount  of  water  that 
is  absorbed  into  the  soil  and  this  occurs  only  where  the  spongj 
topsoil  of  the  forest  exists.  This  calls  for  adequate  conservation 
of  topsoil,  not  on  our  water  reservation  alone,  but  over  the  en¬ 
tire  town. 

The  above  recommendations  are  vital  to  the  future  welfare  of  our 
town;  they  should  be  given  careful  consideration  all  down  the  line  ol 
our  official  family  as  well  as  the  earnest  groups  who  study  town  affairs. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  cooperated 
with  us  in  enabling  the  Tree  and  Moth  Department  to  better  serve  you.

Herewith  is  submitted  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 

1955. 

During  the  year  the  following  cases  have  been  disposed  of: 

Anna  B.  Carr  vs.  Harold  F.  Dowd,  Norfolk  Superior  Court,  Case 
No.  57799.  This  was  a  case  against  the  Defendant,  a  Sergeant  in 
the  Police  Department,  for  assault  and  battery.  Trial  was  had 
before  an  Auditor  who  found  for  the  Defendant  after  which 
Judgment  was  entered  for  the  Defendant  in  the  Superior  Court. 
Edward  S.  Obey  vs.  Joseph  Crehan,  Ralph  J.  Amabile,  Jr.,  Warren 
P.  Burrell,  James  T.  O’Sullivan  and  Franklin  Fryer,  as  they  are 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  Norfolk  Superior  Court, 
Case  No.  58630  in  Equity.  A  Bill  in  Equity  appealing  to  the  Su¬ 
perior  Court  as  provided  under  Section  59  of  Chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws,  after  Selectmen  denied  application  to  carry  on 
automobile  business  at  352  Bridge  Street,  North  Weymouth,  Mass. 
Final  Decree  entered  dismissing  appeal. 

Lawrence  A.  McGee  vs.  Weymouth  Board  of  Assessors,  Docket 
No.  X96681  Appellate  Tax  Board.  This  was  an  appeal  from  a  tax 
assessment,  which  appeal  was  dismissed  by  the  Appellate  Tax 
Board. 

Several  cases  have  been  entered  in  Court  against  the  Town  for  in¬ 
juries  received  on  Town’s  sidewalks  and  highways  which  are  pending. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  represented  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  in  pursuance  of  their  re¬ 
spective  construction  programs. 

Several  pieces  of  property  have  been  acquired  by  eminent  domain 
for  the  Town  following  votes  at  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Many  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  members  of  various  town 
boards  and  officials  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town 
Deeds,  easements,  contracts  and  other  legal  documents  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  or  reviewed  as  necessary. 

May  I  thank  you  and  through  you  the  Town  employees  and  officials 
for  their  complete  co-operation  with  the  Department  during  the  year.

The  Building  Inspector  would  also  benefit  by  be¬ 
coming  informed  more  minutely  concerning  laws  pertaining  to  fence  view¬ 
ing.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

In  September  of  1955  when  the  first  day  of  school  saw  a  record  enroll¬ 
ment  of  more  than  nine  thousand  children,  the  residents  of  Weymouth 
shook  their  heads  and  wondered  where  it  would  all  end.  The  total  public 
school  enrollment  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  ranked  Weymouth  fifteenth 
in  size  of  all  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Some  indication  of  the  celerity  of  Weymouth’s  record  growth  and  its 
tremendous  impact  on  the  school  system  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  Wey¬ 
mouth’s  population  increased  10,000  in  the  past  five  years  and  our  total 
school  enrollment  is  now  more  than  twice  the  total  enrollment  of  1945. 
just  ten  short  years  ago. 

To  keep  pace  with  this  surging  rise  some  anticipatory  measures  have 
been  taken.  The  School  Committee  has  the  responsibility  and  duty  of  ad¬ 
vising  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  the  need  for  additional  classrooms  and 
new  schools,  as  their  need  becomes  obvious.  A  close  check  is  kept  on  birth¬ 
rates,  pre-school  census,  building  permits,  builder’s  developments  and  other 
factors,  all  helpful  guide  posts  in  determining  our  future  needs.  When  the 
need  is  obvious  and  imperative,  on  petition  of  the  School  Committee  an 
article  is  placed  in  the  town  warrant  for  the  appointment  of  a  Building 
Committee.  Many  people  are  unaware  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Building 
Committee,  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  to  select  an  architect  and 
supervise  the  construction  of  a  new  school  or  addition.  Only  after  meeting 
with  the  Appropriation  Committee,  whose  fifteen  members  carefully  go 
over  all  proposed  building  plans  and  costs,  is  the  final  request  for  money 
submitted  for  the  ultimate  approval  of  the  town  meeting.  To  date  no 
town  meeting  has  turned  down  the  considered  request  for  the  construction 
of  new  schools. 

This  year  saw  the  opening  of  three  new  schools  in  Weymouth:  the 
twelve-room,  elementary  Ralph  Talbot  School  in  South  Weymouth,  the 
twelve-room  elementary  school  on  Academy  Avenue  in  East  Weymouth, 
and  the  Central  Junior  High  located  on  Broad  and  Essex  Streets. 

A  Building  Committee  was  recently  appointed  by  the  moderator  to 
erect  a  replacement  for  the  Shaw  School  as  well  as  a  replacement  for  the 
Center  Portable  School  on  Washington  Street. 

For  the  next  school  year  only,  upon  a  fixed  tuition  charge  for  each 
pupil,  the  School  Committee  has  agreed  to  accept  some  High  School  pupils 
from  the  Town  of  Hull  until  their  own  new  high  school  building  is  ready 
for  occupancy.  As  the  tuition  charge  will  more  than  offset  the  cost  to  the 
Town  of  Weymouth,  this  will  be  no  burden  on  Weymouth  taxpayers. 

Because  of  the  huge  enrollment  in  Weymouth  it  will  mean  that  in  an¬ 
other  six  years  there  will  be  three  thousand  pupils  of  Junior  High  School 
age,  with  presently  available  facilities  for  only  twenty-three  hundred 
pupils. 

The  present  High  School  facilities  will  accommodate  sixteen  hundred 
pupils  and  discounting  any  additional  population  increase  in  this  age 
group  there  will  be  three  thousand  pupils  of  High  School  age  nine  years 
from  now.  These  two  instances  present  ascertainable  future  problems. 
Still  to  be  coped  with  is  the  problem  of  only  slightly  less  predictable  gram¬ 
mar  school  enrollment  increases. 

Faced  with  these  difficulties,  the  School  Committee  appointed  an 
“advisory  group”  composed  of  a  group  of  citizens  who  had  served  in  the 
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public  interest  on  building  committees  to  study  and  recommend  solutions 
to  some  of  these  future  enrollment  problems  as  well  as  to  advise  concern¬ 
ing  sites  for  future  school  building. 

To  compete  with  local  communities  in  attracting  competent  teachers 
to  our  Weymouth  School  System  and  to  retain  our  own  highly  qualified 
teaching  staff  it  has  been  necessary  to  raise  the  minimum  pay  to  $3,200.00 
and  to  increase  the  maximum  to  $5,000.00,  to  be  effective  next  September, 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Because  of  these  and  other  salary  ad¬ 
justments  among  school  employees  together  with  the  hiring  of  new  teach¬ 
ers  to  staff  the  new  schools  the  operational  budget,  which  is  appended, 
has  been  increased  approximately  fifteen  per  cent. 

Of  interest  to  Weymouth  fathers  and  mothers  is  the  awarding  of  the 
Transportation  contract  for  three  years  from  January  1,  1956  to  the  Hud¬ 
son  Bus  Company  which  has  done  an  excellent  job  in  transporting  our 
pupils. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  class  for  exceptional  children  has  been 
held  in  the  Jefferson  School,  which  is  a  vast  improvement  over  the  former 
accommodations.  This  year  for  the  first  time  also,  because  of  the  lively 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  Hockey  has  been  added  to  the  school 
sports  curriculum. 

This  year  marked  the  initiation  of  the  seven  member  school  board, 
and  the  creation  of  the  position  of  vice-chairman.  Because  of  the  in¬ 
creased  school  business,  members  of  the  school  committee  have  met  on  a 
semi-monthly  basis. 

We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  our  schools  and  personnel  are  second 
to  none  in  the  Commonwealth.  This  has  undoubtedly  been  a  potent  factor 
in  our  tremendous  population  increase.  Our  aim  is  to  maintain  continuing 
high  standards. 

Attached  is  a  report  of  our  1956  operational  budget,  together  with  the 
expenditures  for  1955.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  eleventh  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
the  seventieth  report  in  such  a  series: 

Excerpts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors,  and  special  teach¬ 
ers  follow: 

1.  ART 

As  1955  draws  to  a  close,  the  members  of  the  Art  Staff  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Public  Schools  are  grateful  because  of  the  continuing  improvement 
made  in  the  art  rooms  and  storage  facilities.  After  many  years  of  effort, 
study  and  planning  to  better  conditions  under  which  art  has  been  ad¬ 
ministered  and  taught,  we  now  have  as  accomplished  facts  functional 
well  equipped  art  rooms  in  the  three  junior  high  schools,  each  successively 
more  adequate,  and  a  good  sized  general  storage  area  for  town  art  sup¬ 
plies  in  the  basement  of  the  Central  Junior  High.  It  is  a  dream  come  true 
for  which  we  are  truly  thankful. 

With  the  expanding  numbers  enrolled  in  our  schools,  the  Elementary 
Art  Supervisors  visit  the  rooms  in  their  districts  only  once  in  three  weeks, 
instead  of  every  two  weeks.  In  this  way  the  room  instruction  period  has 
been  lengthened,  but  the  visits  are  less  frequent  and  are  often  inter¬ 
rupted  by  holidays.  October  12,  November  11,  Thanksgiving,  and  other 
such  days  mean  that  certain  schools  are  not  visited  for  intervals  of  from 
six  to  nine  weeks.  A  return  to  the  two-week  schedule  next  year  is  im¬ 
portant,  and,  by  the  addition  of  another  Elementary  Art  Supervisor,  it 
can  be  accomplished. 

At  the  high  school  level,  the  physical  set-up  is  still  too  cramped.  It 
is  as  it  was  thirty  years  ago.  However,  1955-56  will  not  be  too  much  of 
a  problem,  because  of  the  smaller  high  school  enrollment  this  year,  but 
this  is  only  a  temporary  condition,  due  to  the  changing  from  a  four  to 
a  three  year  basis.  So,  in  looking  ahead,  it  is  very  easy  to  see  that  when 
the  heavy  enrollment  now  in  junior  high  reaches  the  high  school,  we 
shall  be  struggling  with  numbers  far  too  great  for  the  present  accom¬ 
modations  and  many  students  wishing  to  take  art  will  be  unable  to  do  so. 

The  quality  of  the  art  work  being  done  at  all  levels  is  good  and,  with 
classes  less  crowded  this  September,  results  will  certainly  be  better.  This 
is  already  true  of  the  classes  which  last  year  were  on  double  session  in 
the  Junior  Annex.  Now,  at  Central  Junior  High,  where  space  and  pro¬ 
fessionally  trained  art  teachers  provide  a  proper  setting,  the  children 
are  blossoming  forth.  All  of  the  junior  high  schools  have  had  a  wide 
variety  of  art  experiences  involving  drawing,  painting,  design,  simple 
crafts,  mobiles,  stage  settings,  dance  decorations,  and  bulletin  board  and 
case  displays.  All  have  been  done  with  interest,  vitality,  and  skill. 

The  children  throughout  our  system  love  and  respond  with  enthu¬ 
siasm  to  the  art  program.  They  make  it  a  challenge  to  us  who  work  with 
them  to  make  art  a  living,  vital  influence  for  the  finer  things  in  life. 
Some  of  these  objectives  are  learning  to  live  and  work  together,  appre¬ 
ciating  one  another’s  honest  efforts,  making  wise  choices  and  knowing 
why,  and  having  a  wonderful  time  with  the  opportunities  and  materials 
provided  to  make  these  experiences  possible.  We  hope  we  are  developing 
people  of  taste  and  discernment;  thus  resulting  in  better  citizens  and  pos¬ 
sibly  a  few  artists. 
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2.  MUSIC 


The  Music  program  for  the  year  1955  continued  in  most  areas  as  in 
past  years,  but  there  were  changes  in  practices  and  personnel  brought 
about  by  the  addition  of  three  new  schools. 

Vocal  Music  assignments  of  the  supervisors  and  special  teachers  ot 
music  for  the  school  year  are  as  follows:  High  School  Choir,  Mr.  Jack; 
Central  Junior  High  School,  Mrs.  Buswell;  South  Junior  High  School 
Pond,  Nevin,  Ralph  Talbot  and  Pratt  Schools,  Mrs.  Cooper;  Bicknell  Ju¬ 
nior  High  School,  Bicknell,  Athens,  Johnson,  Adams  and  Hunt  Schools, 
Mr.  Lyons;  the  other  seven  elementary  schools,  Mr.  Warren. 

The  elementary  vocal  program  included  many  programs  for  assem¬ 
blies  of  all  kinds.  Each  school  now  has  its  own  upper  grade  chorus  and 
this  adds  greatly  to  programs.  Christmas  pageants  were  presented  at 
P.T.A.  meetings  as  well  as  at  assemblies  in  most  schools. 

In  the  junior  high  area,  Mrs.  Buswell  was  transferred  from  the  com¬ 
bination  of  South  and  Bicknell  Junior  High  Schools  to  the  larger  Central 
Junior  High  School.  At  South  Junior  High  School,  both  ninth  and  eighth 
grade  choruses  were  active  in  school  programs,  including  a  Sibelius  pro¬ 
gram  and  a  Christmas  program  with  ninth  graders  singing  for  Old  Colony 
Club  twice  and  Rotary  Club  and  Kiwanis  Club  once  each.  At  Bicknell 
Junior  High  School,  the  eighth  and  ninth  grade  chorus,  in  addition  to 
graduation  and  P.T.A.  programs,  presented  an  operetta  with  Mr.  Madden 
as  director.  At  Central  Junior  High  School,  a  group  of  ninth  graders  sang 
at  the  dedication  of  the  building,  and  a  Christmas  Concert  was  presented 
by  groups  which  included  pupils  from  all  three  grades.  The  high  school 
choir  sang  at  the  ahnual  concert  and  at  high  school  assemblies. 

Instrumental  Music  assignments  are  as  follows:  High  School  orches¬ 
tra,  Mr.  Jack;  High  School  band,  Mr.  Stewart;  Bicknell  Junior  High 
band,  Mr.  Stewart;  Central  Junior  High  band  and  orchestra,  Mr.  Warren; 
South  Junior  High  band  and  orchestra,  Mr.  Jack;  Elementary  Schools: 
strings,  Mr.  Jack;  other  instruments,  Mr.  Stewart  and  Mr.  Warren. 

The  instrumental  program  in  the  elementary  schools  is  now  contrib¬ 
uting  to  the  formation  of  small  orchestras  and  bands  which  add  to  school 
programs  along  with  solos,  duets  and  trios.  A  town- wide  elementary  en¬ 
semble,  called  the  Pee  Wee  Band,  was  organized  with  nearly  75  members 
early  in  the  year  and  went  “on  tour”  to  nine  of  the  larger  schools,  making 
a  hit  with  its  programs.  This  presentation,  it  is  believed,  helped  to  inter¬ 
est  other  boys  and  girls  to  take  up  the  study  of  a  musical  instrument. 
The  Symphonet  pre-band  instrumental  program  which  was  taught  in 
the  fourth  grades  of  several  elementary  schools  last  year  is  not  being  fol¬ 
lowed  this  year  because  of  lack  of  time. 

The  beginning  instrumental  program  this  year  is  about  twice  as  large 
as  it  was  last  year,  perhaps  due  to  the  influence  of  the  Pee  Wee  Band  and 
the  Symphonet  program.  These  beginners  receive  a  free  class  lesson  once 
each  week.  Since  our  teachers  no  longer  have  time  for  other  than  begin¬ 
ners,  an  advanced  lesson  program  has  been  instituted  for  all  those  who 
have  taken  lessons  for  one  year.  Ninety  per  cent  of  all  these  advanced 
musicians  are  now  taking  lessons  with  outside  private  teachers.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  their  private  study,  these  pupils  are  members  of  ensemble  classes 
led  by  our  teachers. 

About  30  advanced  junior  high  musicians  have  been  added  to  the  high 
school  marching  band  for  football  games,  and  for  the  Quincy  Christmas 
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Parade  and  massed  band  concert.  The  band  participated  also  at  the  an¬ 
nual  high  school  concert  and  high  school  assemblies. 

Experimentally,  a  Town  Band  composed  of  25  members,  many  of  whom 
formerly  played  with  the  high  school  band,  has  been  organized  and  meets 
each  Thursday  evening  at  the  high  school.  It  is  hoped  that  this  band  may 
develop  into  an  organization  of  real  value  to  the  community. 

The  high  school  orchestra  joined  the  choir  and  band  at  the  regular 
spring  concert  and  played  at  high  school  assemblies.  The  orchestra  and 
band  played  at  the  annual  Southeastern  Mass.  Musical  Festival. 

A  high  point  in  the  musical  events  calendar  was  the  visit  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan  Concert  Band.  This  concert  took  place  in  Quincy  and 
was  an  outstanding  event  both  musically  and  financially.  This  band  has 
a  nation-wide  reputation. 

3.  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
High  School 

The  number  of  periods  available  for  boys  in  corrective  classes  under 
Mr.  Hayes  has  been  increased  and  additional  corrective  and  exercise  ap¬ 
paratus  is  to  be  installed.  A  permanent  separation  between  the  gymnasium 
floor  and  stage  is  necessary  to  provide  space  for  the  corrective  program 
and  the  installation  of  stall  bars  and  wall  apparatus.  This  phase  of  the 
physical  education  program  is  far  more  valuable  and  worthwhile  than 
any  advantage  gained  by  non-physical  education  use  of  the  stage,  in  my 
opinion. 

Junior  High 

This  past  year  marks  the  complete  transition  to  the  Junior  High  sys¬ 
tem.  The  curriculum  for  the  Junior  High  Schools  has  been  completely 
standardized.  A  corrective  program  has  been  started  in  each  Junior  High. 
The  120  bar-bells  and  dumbells,  to  be  used  as  part  of  the  corrective  pro¬ 
gram,  were  made  by  the  industrial  arts  boys  at  Bicknell  and  South  Jr. 
High. 

The  organization  of  Junior  High  School  athletic  teams  in  four  sports 
at  each  Junior  High  School  has  been  completed.  The  necessary  policy  has 
been  set  up  regarding  schedules,  officials,  academic  eligibility,  age  eligi¬ 
bility  and  number  of  games,  handling  of  publicity,  and,  most  important 
of  all,  the  objectives.  These  have  been  worked  out  in  cooperation  with  the 
principals  and  the  coaches.  Any  publicity  is  directed  through  school  pub¬ 
lications,  and  the  coaches  and  principals  are  interested  in  the  physical  and 
emotional  development  of  each  boy  participating. 

Each  school  played  seven  games  of  football  this  past  fall.  I  feel  the 
organization  of  the  Junior  High  Schools  in  football  is  complete  and  ex¬ 
cellent. 

In  basketball,  a  14-game  schedule  will  be  played  with  each  school 
playing  six  games  within  the  town  and  8  games  with  surrounding  9th 
grade  teams.  This  allows  for  two  games  each  week.  In  order  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  to  be  sound,  the  M.S.S.P.A.  rule  prohibiting  outside  participation 
must  be  observed  as  part  of  the  recommended  policy.  The  parents  and 
principals  of  each  school  have  requested  the  adoption  of  this  rule  to  pre¬ 
vent  participation  of  some  boys  in  as  many  as  seven  games  a  week.  I  sin¬ 
cerely  request  the  school  board  to  sanction  this  regulation. 
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The  baseball  program  is  increasing  in  interest  and  with  the  Pony 
League  agreeing  to  delay  the  opening  of  their  season  until  the  conclusion 
of  the  school  season,  there  should  be  even  greater  interest.  The  interest 
in  track  has  been  disappointing.  If  this  lack  of  interest  continues,  I  rec¬ 
ommend  that  this  activity  be  discontinued. 


Elementary 

The  type  of  activity  and  curriculum  in  the  elementary  schools  has 
been  reported  many  times  so  I  will  omit  the  listing  of  the  activities  from 
this  report. 

We  have  five  school  buildings  at  the  present  time  where  a  modified 
program  is  carried  on  because  of  lack  of  facilities.  However,  every  effort 
is  made  to  provide  a  program  that  is  both  interesting  and  beneficial  to 
the  pupils.  These  schools  are  the  Center,  Shaw,  Washington,  Jefferson, 
and  Athens. 

With  the  opening  of  the  two  new  elementary  schools,  Academy  Ave¬ 
nue  and  Ralph  Talbot,  the  physical  education  program  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  enhanced.  I  feel  that  we  are  well  on  the  way  to  having  an  ele¬ 
mentary  program  second  to  none.  The  foresight  of  those  responsible  for 
the  construction  of  dual  purpose  (auditorium  and  gymnasium)  facilities 
has  made  possible  the  inclusion  of  more  activity  in  the  program.  The  in¬ 
stallation  of  the  rollaway  cafeteria  tables  has  also  enabled  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  increase  the  number  of  pupils  participating,  particularly  in  the 
after  school  activities. 

With  the  return  of  Miss  Peterson  the  past  fall,  the  curriculum  has 
been  standardized  throughout  all  elementary  schools  and  frequent  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  four  elementary  school  supervisors  have  been  held. 

After  School  Activity  Program 

This  program,  which  provides  seasonal  activity  for  all  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  boys  and  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  girls  during  the  winter,  has 
become  increasingly  popular. 

The  opening  of  the  playgrounds  at  the  Hunt  and  Johnson  Schools 
helped  the  program,  and  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  Talbot  and 
Academy  playgrounds  will  be  of  further  help. 

The  availability  of  transportation  has  provided  the  opportunity  to 
schedule  inter-town  contests.  I  feel  that  this  competition  is  necessary  lor 
continued  interest  and  is  worthwhile  when  properly  supervised. 

4.  GUIDANCE 

Throughout  all  grades  of  the  school  system,  the  basic  principle  in 
Guidance  is  to  place  more  attention  upon  the  individual  pupil.  Formerly, 
this  meant  attention  only  to  the  vocational  problems  of  youth.  Today,  how¬ 
ever,  Guidance  is  concerned  not  only  with  the  vocational,  but  with  the 
full  range  of  a  pupil’s  personal  problems.  Thus,  to  be  specific,  and  to  give 
real  meaning  to  the  term,  we  may  say  that  Guidance  is  that  part  of  the 
total  educational  program  which  gives  specific  and  concrete  help  to  pupils 
so  that  they  may  make  good  adjustments,  wise  decisions,  and  intelligent 
plans  in  all  aspects  of  their  personal  development,  social  and  emotional 
as  well  as  educational  and  vocational. 
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Guidance  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  is  based  upon  the  follow¬ 
ing  five  essential  functions: 

1.  Pupil  inventory  work  and  testing 

2.  Collecting  and  imparting  information  about  vocations  and  educa¬ 
tion 

3.  Counseling 

4.  Placement  —  This  refers  to  both  educational  and  vocational  place¬ 
ment,  and  includes  courses  and  subject  selection  in  junior  high  and  high 
school  as  well  as  the  selection  of  college  and  university  programs. 

5.  Follow-up  —  This  is  carried  on  for  two  purposes:  one,  to  evaluate 
the  Guidance  program,  and  the  other,  to  provide  further  help  to  those 
needing  it.  This  latter  purpose  includes  those  pupils  still  in  school  who 
have  needed  assistance  in  the  past  as  well  as  those  who  have  left  or 
graduated. 

Carrying  out  these  functions  means  continuous  study,  annual  follow¬ 
up  surveys,  and  other  evaluative  techniques  in  order  to  provide  for  those 
factors  and  trends  which  have  grown  in  importance  and  influence,  and 
which  have  deeply  affected  the  lives  of  youth.  In  short,  the  Guidance 
program  has  been  carefully  organized  over  the  years  and  is  being  con¬ 
stantly  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  pupils. 

In  our  testing  program,  we  obtain  data  on  aptitudes,  abilities,  and 
interests  of  pupils.  During  the  past  year,  this  program  has  been  strength¬ 
ened  for  junior  high  school  use  by  the  addition  of  a  general  achievement 
test  given  to  grade  7  pupils  early  in  the  school  year.  Also,  this  year  we 
were  invited  to  participate  in  an  experimental  program  of  “High  School 
Guidance  Tests”  devised  by  the  The  Educational  Testing  Service,  better 
known  to  the  public  as  the  organization  controlling  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board.  These  Guidance  tests,  measures  of  aptitude  and  in¬ 
terest,  were  given  to  grade  10  pupils  in  the  high  and  vocational  schools. 
Results  of  these  tests  will  be  made  to  available  to  each  pupil. 

Several  scholarship  tests  were  administered.  These  include  tests  de¬ 
vised  by  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Foundation,  the  Altrusa  Organi¬ 
zation,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  the  Betty  Crocker  Scholar¬ 
ship  Foundation.  Also,  assistance  was  given  to  any  high  school  senior  who 
applied  for  the  various  national  scholarship  competitions,  such  as  the 
General  Motors  Program  and  the  Sears  Foundation  Scholarships.  At  the 
same  time,  the  counselors  are  always  ready  to  help  high  school  seniors  in 
preparing  for  the  College  Board  Examinations  and  other  examinations 
given  independently  by  certain  colleges  and  universities. 

Testing  and  all  other  functions  of  guidance  are  essential.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  to  carry  on  effectively  the  Guidance  program,  there  must  be  an  ade¬ 
quate  number  of  counselors.  Therefore,  it  is  necessary  to  repeat  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  la  -t  year,  that  more  counselors  be  assigned  to  the  Guidance 
Department.  This  is  particularly  important  in  connection  with  the  high 
school,  not  only  because  of  the  additional  pupils  coming  in  from  Hull  next 
year,  but  also  because  of  the  large  enrollment  coming  into  the  high  school 
from  now  on.  In  addition,  there  is  need  for  a  full-time  secretary  in  the 
Guidance  Office  at  the  high  school.  The  work  carried  on  in  this  office  in¬ 
cludes  not  only  work  connected  with  the  high  school  guidance  program, 
but  also  many  clerical  duties  i  elated  to  guidance  services  throughout  the 
town. 
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In  Weymouth,  counselors  are  assigned  to  pupils  by  grades  in  the 
junior  and  senior  high  schools.  However,  a  pupil  can  at  any  time  go  to 
any  counselor  of  his  choice  in  connection  with  a  personal  problem.  In 
addition  to  individual  work,  counselors  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9  meet  with 
pupils  in  groups  to  discuss  problems  of  concern  and  of  mutual  interest  to 
youth.  The  general  theme  of  the  group  work  in  grade  7  is  character,  good 
habits,  and  good  manners.  In  grade  8,  these  discussions  are  related,  for 
the  most  part,  to  educational  problems,  and  in  grade  9,  to  vocational 
problems.  Techniques  in  the  group  conference  classes  include  panel  dis¬ 
cussions,  case  studies  reports,  and  self-appraisal  tests.  Films  are  also  used 
in  each  class  once  a  month. 

In  the  high  school  the  Guidance  Department,  with  the  co-operation 
of  Northeastern  University,  has  developed  a  series  of  conferences  cover¬ 
ing  those  occupations  and  careers  about  which  pupils  have  requested  in¬ 
formation.  Three  of  these  conferences  are  held  each  month  during  the 
school  year. 

Last  year  in  connection  with  counseling  and  group  work,  the  problem 
of  college  admissions  was  given  much  attention  in  the  Annual  Report  and 
in  numerous  newspaper  accounts  during  the  year.  The  results  have  been 
most  gratifying.  Of  the  present  senior  class,  most  of  those  preparing  for 
college  took  the  College  Board  Examination  in  May  of  their  junior  year 
Aided  by  a  study  of  the  resulting  scores,  these  seniors  have  developed  a 
more  realistic  point  of  view  with  regard  to  their  abilities  to  carry  on 
studies  at  the  college  level.  This  self-analysis  together  with  the  training 
in  taking  College  Board  type  examinations  is  most  helpful.  These  prac¬ 
tices  should  be  continued.  Furthermore,  from  now  on  it  cannot  be  too 
strongly  urged  that  in  addition  to  preparation  for  entrance  examinations, 
juniors  planning  to  attend  college  should  make  a  first  choice  selection, 
and  also  an  alternate  college  selection  before  September  of  their  senior 
year. 

One  other  factor  which  should  be  mentioned  in  connection  with  coun¬ 
seling  concerns  problems  of  a  personal-emotional  nature.  In  these  situa¬ 
tions,  it  is  possible  to  call  upon  many  resources  within  the  school  system 
for  help.  Specifically,  these  include  special  testing  in  the  Guidance  De¬ 
partment  conducted  by  those  counselors  who  have  School  Psychologist  or 
Binet  Certificates,  and  help  given  by  the  Health  Department,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Physical  Education,  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance,  the  Home 
Visiting  Teacher,  and  the  Director  and  the  Assistant  Director  of  Instruc¬ 
tion,  and  also  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  teachers  and  principals. 

However,  there  are  those  pupil  problems  which  persist  even  after  a 
school  has  exhausted  all  resources  at  its  command  in  seeking  a  solution. 
In  these  cases,  it  is  possible  to  turn  to  agencies  outside  the  school  system 
for  certain  types  of  specialized  services.  In  particular,  use  is  made  by  the 
Guidance  Department  of  such  agencies  as  the  Adolescent  Unit  of  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  The  Judge  Baker  Foundation,  South  Shore  Guidance 
Clinic,  Protestant  Community  Service,  Catholic  Boys’  Guidance  Center, 
Jewish  Vocational  Service  of  Greater  Boston,  Massachusetts  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Family  Service  Society,  The  South¬ 
ard  Clinic,  and  many  others.  In  fact,  in  no  other  area  can  one  find  such 
excellent  services  in  connection  with  mental  and  physical  health  as  can 
be  found  in  greater  Boston. 

In  many  larger  cities,  some  of  the  services  offered  by  the  agencies 
listed  above  are  included  in  a  department  within  the  school  system  known 
as  the  Department  of  Juvenile  Adjustment  or  other  similar  title.  In  other 
cities  and  towns,  certain  of  these  services  are  maintained  within  the 
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Guidance  Department.  In  either  case,  the  evidence  seems  to  show  that 
guidance  plays  an  important  part  in  the  process  of  adjustment  and  will 
continue  to  play  a  leading  role  in  the  future. 

In  the  June  1955  issue  of  the  Weymouth  School  Voice,  reference  was 
made  to  the  need  within  the  school  system  of  a  trained  psychologist  and 
also  a  psychological  consultant.  Concerning  the  latter,  it  is  possible  at 
the  present  time  to  have  mental  health  consultants  come  to  the  schools 
to  work  with  the  teachers  concerning  pupil  problems.  Through  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Mental  Hygiene  of  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health,  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  to  have  this  service  brought  to  the  schools 
at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

Recently,  a  law  was  enacted  which  provided  for  the  employment  by 
school  committees  of  School  Adjustment  Counselors.  Duties  of  these  coun¬ 
selors  include,  “counseling  and  helping  children  m  the  primary  and  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  .  .  .  co-operation  with  teachers  and  all  other  school  per¬ 
sonnel  .  .  .  serving  as  referral  agent  in  cases  of  maladjustment.’4  Before 
employment,  a  School  Adjustment  Counselor  must  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Youth 
Service.  Toward  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Adjustment  Counselors, 
the  State  grants  the  town  $4,500  plus  $2,250  for  each  additional  counselor. 

Last  September,  the  Director  of  Guidance  in  Weymouth  was  asked 
to  serve  on  a  committee  of  thirty  people  composed  of  presidents  of  State 
Teachers  Colleges,  deans  of  various  schools  of  education  and  schools  of 
social  work,  several  adjustment  workers  and  guidance  directors.  This  com¬ 
mittee  met  to  discuss  the  qualifications  which  would  be  required  of  the 
school  adjustment  worker.  With  qualifications  now  being  determined  and 
methods  of  approval  established,  it  should  be  possible  to  employ  this  type 
of  trained  worker  in  the  near  future. 

Finally,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  mention  the  Guidance  Department  per¬ 
sonnel,  the  experience  these  people  have  obtained,  and  the  preparation 
which  they  have  made  in  ordr  to  carry  on  guidance  work.  Four  counselors 
have  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Guidance,  and  three  are  studying  for  that  de¬ 
gree.  Two  counselors  have  Binet  Certificates,  and  one  has  a  School  Psy¬ 
chologist  Certificate. 

5.  AUDIO-VISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

Public  schools  use  audio-visual  materials  because  they  are  the  most 
dynamic  instructional  media  known.  Research  proves  four  major  achieve¬ 
ments:  (1)  more  learning  in  less  time,  (2)  improvement  in  retention,  (3) 
reduction  of  reading  limitations,  and  (4)  reduction  of  school  failures.  The 
selection,  utilization,  and  integration  of  the  materials  to  meet  these  ob¬ 
jectives  is  the  function  of  the  department  of  audio-visual  instruction  in 
close  cooperation  with  teachers,  principals,  supervisors,  and  directors. 

Since  audio-visual  instruction  encompasses  all  teaching  at  all  levels 
of  the  curriculum,  the  problem  of  merely  providing  for  the  needs  of  our 
rapidly  expanding  school  program  is  stupendous.  Our  accomplishments 
are  a  tribute  to  those  teachers  and  principals  who  give  so  much  assistance 
toward  the  development  and  administration  of  a  successful  audio-visual 
program. 

6.  HANDWRITING 

In  the  initial  handwriting  tests  administered  in  September  1942  to 
Grades  1-3,  19.7%  of  your  pupils  received  a  grade  of  “A”  (Excellent); 
17.5%  received  a  grade  of  “B”  (Good);  and  62.8%  were  graded  less  than 
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“B.”  In  the  tests  administered  in  June  1955  to  Grades  1-6,  93.6%  of  your 
pupils  received  a  grade  of  “A”;  15.2%  received  a  grade  of  “B”;  and  1.2% 
scored  less  than  “B.”  Handwriting  certificates  were  awarded  to  8  7%  of 
your  sixth  grade  pupils. 

During  the  last  year  we  graded  approximately  42,000  formal  and  ap¬ 
proximately  42,000  informal  samples  of  handwriting.  A  formal  test  was 
administered  at  four  teaching-week  intervals  and  a  report  was  sent  tc 
each  teacher  giving  careful  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  of  each  pupil  in 
the  room.  A  teachers’  meeting  was  held  at  four-week  teaching  intervals 
for  all  new  teachers.  We  furnished  outlines  for  teachers,  folder  outlines 
for  pupils,  room  motivation  certificates,  term  and  monthly  envelopes, 
handedness  tests,  individual  handwriting  certificates  for  pupils  who  quali¬ 
fied,  seals,  etc. 

Our  representatives  made  special  visits  to  each  of  the  classrooms  in 
the  first  six  grades  during  the  month  of  September  for  demonstration 
teaching;  the  month  of  January  for  diagnosis  and  motivation  of  the  writ* 
ing  in  everyday  classroom  activities;  in  May  for  another  diagnosis  of  every¬ 
day  writing  as  well  as  a  checkup  on  the  rhythm  and  rate  at  which  the 
writing  was  being  accomplished;  and  in  June  to  award  the  final  stars  and 
seals  for  the  year.  In  each  of  these  classroom  visitations  special  attention 
was  given  to  the  problem  of  the  left-handed  writers. 

7.  HEALTH 

During  the  last  part  of  April,  1955,  great  plans  were  being  made  to 
immunize  the  pupils  in  grades  one  and  two  against  the  dread  crippling 
disease,  poliomyelitis.  Then  came  the  confusion  regarding  the  safety  and 
effectiveness  of  this  vaccine.  The  local  Board  of  Health  planned  to  go 
forward  with  the  clinic  as  soon  as  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  advised  doing  so.  Originally  nearly  90%  of  the  parents  of  chil¬ 
dren  eligible  to  have  the  vaccine  signed  application  slips  and  later  fully 
half  of  those  requesting  the  vaccine  withdrew  their  request.  On  May  25 
the  clinic  was  started  and  by  June  5,  1272  children  had  been  vaccinated. 
This  summer  proved  to  be  the  worst  year  in  our  history  because  over  48 
school  children  were  afflicted  with  poliomyelitis.  However,  none  of  the 
children  who  were  vaccinated  were  the  paralytic  type. 

The  diphtheria  clinic  which  was  held  this  fall  showed  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  immunized.  The  public  seems  better  aware  of  the 
value  of  this  safe  and  sure  preventative  of  diphtheria. 

In  general  there  seems  to  be  a  better  understanding  by  the  public  of 
the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  school  health  program.  “The  Elementary 
School  Information  Handbook,”  which  is  now  being  revised,  and  the 
“School  Voice”  pamphlet  which  goes  out  to  all  parents,  have  been  great 
helps  in  this  respect. 

The  Weymouth  Lion’s  Club  continues  to  provide  glasses  for  needy 
children  with  defective  vision,  and  with  most  pupils  carrying  school  in¬ 
surance  against  accidents,  problems  of  this  type  are  easily  solved. 

In  general  the  recommendations  made  last  year  are  the  same;  briefly, 
they  are  as  follows: 

1.  More  emphasis  on  the  family  physician  making  the  routine  health 
appraisals. 
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2.  The  employment  of  a  technician  to  make  routine  tests  of  vision 
and  hearing  —  this  trained  person  to  record  results  of  tests  on 
the  health  cards.  Pupils  who  fail  these  tests  to  be  reported  to  the 
school  nurses  for  follow  up. 

3.  Visible  files  for  school  health  records  with  index  markers  for  de¬ 
fects.  At  present  many  people  have  access  to  the  cards,  result¬ 
ing  in  cards  being  lost  or  mislaid.  With  colored  index  markers  a 
quick  glance  would  show  defects  needing  correction.  I  believe  the 
rapid  stack  type  of  visible  files  would  be  most  convenient  for  each 
school. 

8  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

CHILDREN 

Of  the  thirty  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Home  Class  from  January  to  De¬ 
cember,  19*55,  four  were  full  time  pupils,  two  enrolled  a  few  weeks,  and 
twenty- four  enrolled  from  two  to  six  months. 

The  epidemic  of  polio  this  fall  increased  the  class  to  such  an  extent 
that  an  assistant  was  appointed  on  a  part  time  basis.  She  has  six  of  the 
eighteen  present  members. 

The  disabilities  represented  were: 

8  polio 

6  surgical  cases,  three  leg  fractures,  1  hip  operation,  1  injured 
kneecap  and  a  fractured  pelvis. 

5  rheumatic  fever 
2  kidney  infection 
2  muscular  dystrophy 
2  nervous  condition 
2  eye  trouble 

1  of  each,  hemophilia,  heart,  tonsil  infection 

The  handicapped  children  deserve  credit  for  successfully  carrying  on 
their  studies  under  adverse  conditions.  The  parents  help  in  every  way 
and  appreciate  the  opportunity  the  children  have  to  continue  their  edu¬ 
cation  although  unable  to  attend  their  regular  classes. 

9.  DRIVER  EDUCATION 

The  Driver  Education  Program  continues  to  interest  larger  numbers 
of  students  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Although  new  insurance  regulations  are 
largely  responsible  for  this,  there  is  a  growing  concern  among  parents  for 
organized  driver  education.  These  two  factors  suggest  that  the  class-room 
phase  of  driver  education  should  be  placed  in  a  “required-subject”  status. 
This  would  enable  the  school  to  reach  the  relatively  few  (approximately 
fifteen  per  cent)  who  are  not  exposed  to  the  most  vital  area  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  —  that  of  attitude  building. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  driver  education  program  in 
both  the  high  and  vocational  schools  follows: 

1.  Students  enrolled  in  driver  education  classes  —  330 

2.  Students  completing  class  work  only  —  260 

3.  Licenses  issued  at  school  (number  of  students  certified  in  both 
class  work  and  driver  training)  —  190 

4.  Number  of  qualified  students  who  were  not  certified  because  of 
scheduling  difficulties  and/or  lack  of  instructional  time  —  70 

It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  Weymouth-trained  drivers  continue 
to  maintain  an  impressive  record  of  driving  safety. 
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10.  AGRICULTURE

The  34  boys  mentioned  above  (*)  worked  on  10  farm  or  agricultural 
enterprises  in  Vermont,  8  in  Weymouth,  7  in  Hingham,  3  in  Abington,  2 
each  in  Quincy  ^  Hanover,  and  New  Hampshire.  These  farms  and  agricul¬ 
ture  enterprises  included  13  dairy  farms,  9  greenhouse  establishments,  3 
nurseries,  3  poultry  farms,  2  dairy-poultry  farms,  2  landscaping  (commer¬ 
cial),  1  landscaping  (small  estates),  and  1  maple  sugar  bush  in  Vermont. 


11.  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

We  now  have  four  school  libraries,  namely  at  Weymouth  High  School, 
which  has  existed  for  many  years;  at  South  Junior  High  School,  starting 
in  1951,  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  School,  starting  in  1954,  and  at  Central 
Junior  High  School^  starting  in  September,  1955.  These  libraries  are  in¬ 
tended  to  be  focal  points  and  materials  centers  for  their  individual  schools. 
Those  in  the  junior  high  schools  call  on  Tufts  Library  for  books  which 
they  do  not  have  but  need. 

In  addition,  these  libraries  serve  as  cultural  centers  and  encourage  a 
love  of  reading  for  its  own  sake.  Exhibits  from  the  Children’s  Museum  in 
Boston  are  regularly  displayed  for  two-week  periods  at  the  High  School 
and  at  Central  Junior  High  School,  less  often  at  Bicknell  and  South  Junior 
High  Schools  because  of  space  problems. 

Seventh  grade  classes  in  all  three  junior  high  schools  receive  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  use  of  the  library,  being  assigned  there  weekly.  This  procedure 
is  reviewed  by  eighth  grade  classes.  Subject  teachers  in  all  junior  high  grades 
schedule  their  classes  in  the  library  at  the  beginning  of  a  unit  of  work  to 
acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  available  materials.  By  these  steps,  pupils 
are  taught  to  help  themselves  and  to  feel  at  home  in  the  library. 

High  School  teachers  bring  their  classes  to  the  library  for  research  on 
papers.  Bibliographies  and  materials  go  to  teachers  in  the  classroom.  The 
teachers  send  titles  of  books  they  think  should  be  added  to  the  library. 
The  English  department  and  the  librarian  recently  compiled  a  new  read¬ 
ing  list.  The  cooperation  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  makes 
for  the  best  possible  use  of  the  resources  of  the  library. 
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In  each  library,  students  assist  the  librarian  by  doing  many  things 
which  make  for  good  library  service  to  the  school.  They  stamp  outgoing 
books  and  their  cards,  make  cards,  prepare  books  for  the  shelves,  send 
overdue  notices,  mend  books,  place  returned  books  where  they  belong,  and 
so  on.  These  student  assistants  have  clubs  in  most  of  the  schools.  At  South 
Junior  the  Library  Staff  members  entertained  the  Librarians  and  Staff 
members  from  school  libraries  in  nearby  towns.  They  also  visited  school 
libraries  in  Scituate,  Hingham  and  Quincy.

Certificate  reading  is  being  done  by  many  junior  high  school  pupils, 
stimulated  by  book  reviews,  exhibits  and  posters  provided  by  art  classes. 

Our  libraries  serve  often  as  the  location  for  meetings,  receptions,  teas 
and  other  social  and  business  events,  usually  by  teachers’  groups  but  also 
on  occasion  by  school  building  committees  and  groups  of  pupils.  A  univer¬ 
sity  extension  course  in  history  made  use  of  one  library. 

12.  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Our  Evening  Schools,  with  some  minor  changes^  continued  about  as 
usual  in  1955.  Registrations  were  more  numerous  than  ever  before,  yet  we 
have  one  less  class  in  each  of  two  of  the  regular  practical  arts  offerings. 
We  have  added  one  class  each  in  Millinery  and  Upholstery,  which  are  the 
first  classes  to  be  held  in  our  new  Central  Junior  High  School.  We  have  a 
waiting  list  in  Beginning  Clothing  and  also  another  waiting  list  in  Up¬ 
holstery  and  a  third  in  Woodworking. 

Exhibitions  of  work  done  in  Practical  Arts  classes  were  held  after 
classes  closed  in  March.  At  South  Junor  High,  it  took  place  in  the  gym¬ 
nasium  on  April  4.  At  the  High  School  it  was  again  held  in  the  cafeteria 
on  April  5.  A  surprisingly  large  number  of  people  attended  these  exhibi¬ 
tions.  Style  shows  by  members  of  the  Clothing  classes  were  probably  the 
main  attraction,  but  there  was  also  much  fine  furniture,  many  beautiful 
hooked  rugs,  much  attractive  decorated  ware,  and  many  lovely  products 
of  the  fabric  painting  classes. 

Registration  for  the  classes  starting  in  October  took  place  the  evening 
of  Thursday,  September  15,  1955,  at  Weymouth  High  School.  A  total  of 
821  people  registered  then  or  later.  Registration  for  Rug  Hooking  and 
Tray  Painting  was  such  that  one  less  class  of  each  subject  was  established 
than  we  had  last  year.  In  Beginning  Clothing,  registration  was  heavy  in 
South  Weymouth  and  a  group  had  to  be  placed  on  the  waiting  list;  these 
people  could  have  been  placed  in  class  had-  they  lived  near  the  High  School, 
where  we  have  one  less  Beginning  Clothing  class  than  last  year. 

A  drawing  was  held  to  determine  the  order  in  which  people  on  the 
Clothing  and  Woodworking  waiting  lists  would  be  called  in  the  event  of 
vacancies  this  year.  All  those  on  the  Upholstery  waiting  list  are  late  reg¬ 
istrants. 

For  the  second  year,  we  have  a  class  in  Adult  Civic  Education.  The 
class  is  smaller  than  it  was  last  year,  but  serves  a  real  need  for  those  en- 
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rolled.  Last  year’s  class  had  seven  persons  taking  the  tests  for  citizenship; 
all  seven  succeeded  in  passing  them  and  have  become  American  citizens.

Beginning  Clothing  25,  Advanced  Clothing  22,  Tray  Painting  19,  Wood¬ 
working  24,  Rug  Hooking  24,  Wood  Refinishing  12. 

The  Evening  Vocational  School  includes  three  classes  which  consist 
of  18  in  the  Carpentry  Course,  25  in  the  Diversified  Related  Course,  and 
16  in  the  Trade  Extension  Course  in  Sheet  Metal  Drafting  and  Shop  Mathe¬ 
matics. 

It  is  heartening  to  visit  our  evening  classes  and  to  see  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  large  number  of  women  and  smaller  number  of  men  in  their  several 
undertakings.  They  get  much  pleasure  and  produce  results  of  which  they 
are  justly  proud.  Those  in  our  commercial  and  vocational  classes  improve 
their  job  skills  and  job  opportunities. 
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School  Building  Program 

Annual  reports  in  recent  years  have  treated  in  some  detail  the  progress 
of  the  school  building  program  listing  the  number  of  buildings  and  addi¬ 
tions  erected  and  the  annual  cost  of  the  building  program  as  the  serial 
bonds  payments  are  made  over  the  next  twenty  years.  This  report  will 
treat  the  future  problem  in  a  more  generalized  way. 

The  Town  has  now  completed  the  program  originally  recommended 
by  Dr.  William  K.  Wilson  in  his  report  submitted  to  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee  in  January  1948  and  the  supplementary  report  made  by  Dr.  Wilson  in 
January  of  1953.  The  first  construction  was  begun  in  April  of  1949.  Six 
new  buildings,  an  addition  to  one  of  the  new  elementary  schools  and  addi¬ 
tions  to  six  old  buildings  have  been  completed  and  occupied  as  of  October 
31st,  1955.  This  construction  has  provided  79  elementary  classrooms  and 
three  junior  high  schools  with  a  pupil  capacity  of  2,300. 

We  now  have  9,001  pupils  enrolled  and  for  the  first  time  in  a  number 
of  years  all  pupils  are  attending  school  for  a  full  session.  With  the  opening 
of  the  Central  Junior  High  School  in  September,  all  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grade 
pupils  are  housed  in  the  three  Junior  High  Schools  and  the  High  School 
and  Vocational  School  have  only  three  upper  years  of  the  old  four  year 
high  school.  There  are  three  vacant  elementary  classrooms,  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  a  further  junior  high  enrollment  increase  of  285  pupils,  and  ca¬ 
pacity  in  the  high  school  for  a  future  increase  of  nearly  300  pupils.  In 
September  1956,  however,  there  will  be  a  shortage  of  eleven  elementary 
classrooms  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  twice  that  number  or  twenty-twc 
elementary  classes  on  double  sessions.  If  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  new 
elementary  school  on  the  East  Weymouth  playground  are  voted  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  January  23rd,  ten  of  these  classes  can 
resume  full  sessions  in  the  spring  of  1957  upon  the  completion  of  the  new 
school. 

The  Shaw  School  Replacement  Building  Committee  have  selected  an 
architect  and  they  are  now  working  on  the  plans  for  this  12-classroom 
school  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  1957. 
This  Committee  also  has  the  assignment  for  selecting  a  site  on  which  would 
be  located  a  replacement  for  the  Center  “Portable”  School. 

With  the  opening  of  three  new  buildings  in  the  fall  of  1955  and  the 
completion  of  the  enlarged  Wilson  program,  the  School  Committee  de¬ 
cided  that  the  time  had  come  for  a  further  detailed  and  comprehensive 
study  and  report  on  the  probable  further  increases  in  enrolment  over  the 
next  ten  years  and  recommendations  for  a  future  building  program  to 
meet  these  predicted  needs.  The  School  Committee  appointed  a  Citizens’ 
Advisory  and  Study  Committee  of  19  members  made  up  of  former  or  pres¬ 
ent  School  Building  Committee  members  and  Appropriation  Committee 
members  who  signified  a  willingness  to  serve  on  such  a  committee.  These 
men  were  selected  because  it  was  felt  that  their  experiences  with  school 
building  problems  made  them  well  qualified  to  study  future  needs  and  to 
make  recommendations  for  meeting  these,  needs. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Study  Committee  will  make  its  report  in  two 
stages,  (1)  an  interim  report  on  the  immediate,  pressing  elementary  school 
problems  and  (2)  a  final  report  covering  later  elementary  school  needs 
and  the  best  solution  for  housing  future  increases  in  junior  high  and  high 
school  enrolments,  including  added  facilities  for  the  Vocational  School. 

Tentative  estimates  of  enrolments,  which  are  undoubtedly  conserva¬ 
tive,  were  furnished  the  Study  Committee  as  follows:  elementary  enrol- 
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ment  in  1960,  6,500  to  6,800;  junior  high  enrolment  in  1963,  3,400;  senior 
high  and  vocational  enrolment  in  1966,  3,050. 

Hull  Tuition  Pupils 

The  School  Committee  unanimously  voted  on  November  1st  to  provide 
accommodations  for  the  school  year  1956-1957  for  the  sophomore  and  junior 
classes  who  are  being  evicted  from  the  Hingham  High  School.  Hull  has 
started  construction  of  a  new  High  School  which  should  be  opened  b> 
September  1957. 

Due  to  the  removal  of  all  9th  grade  pupils  from  the  High  School,  wo 
will  have  room  for  these  pupils  during  the  next  school  year.  The  estimated 
high  school  enrolment  in  September  1956  is  1,175  and  in  September  1957, 
1,365.  The  estimated  number  of  Hull  pupils  to  be  accommodated  is  130. 
It  is  evident  that  in  providing  teachers,  textbooks,  etc.  for  these  Hull  pupils 
we  shall  be  merely  anticipating  by  one  year  130  of  the  190  increase  ex¬ 
pected  by  1957. 

Based  on  an  estimated  tuition  rate  of  $390.00  and  an  average  member¬ 
ship  of  120  Hull  pupils,  we  can  expect  an  income  of  about  $47,000.00.  The 
estimated  cost  to  provide  teachers,  textbooks,  and  supplies  for  these  pupils 
is  $26,000.00  The  Town  can  expect  a  “profit”  of  at  least  $20,000.00  on  the 
arrangement.  The  profit  motive,  however,  was  not  the  basis  for  the  School 
Committee’s  action.  We  temporarily  have  the  room,  130  pupils  were  lacking 
a  place  to  attend  school. 

The  Future  Supply  of  Teachers  and  Teachers'  Salaries 

The  quality  and  standards  of  a  school  system  depend  primarily  on 
the  quality  and  standards  of  the  teachers  who  carry  on  the  day  to  daj 
instruction  in  the  classrooms.  Good  school  buildings  with  modern  facilities 
provide  the  proper  environment  for  good  teaching,  an  adequate  supply  of 
textbooks  and  teaching  materials  is  advantageous,  and  sufficient  and  com¬ 
petent  supervision  aid  the  teaching  process.  These  are  in  a  sense  all  tools 
that  help  the  good  teacher  do  a  better  job,  just  as  the  proper  tools  and 
working  environment  make  it  possible  for  the  skilled  craftsman  or  me¬ 
chanic  to  work  efficiently  and  produce  a  high  quality  product.  But  in  both 
cases,  the  end  product  depends  primarily  on  the  training  and  competency 
of  the  craftsman. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  in  recent  years  about  the  teacher 
shortage  problem.  It  very  definitely  exists  in  Massachusetts  and  the  na¬ 
tion.  In  this  state  to  my  knowledge,  no  classroom  has  gone  unstaffed  be¬ 
cause  of  the  lack  of  a  teacher.  But  the  quality  of  the  teaching  that  takes 
place  in  many  classrooms  in  many  school  systems  throughout  the  State 
has  suffered  in  recent  years  by  the  inability  to  find  and  employ  qualified, 
capable  teachers.  Obviously,  the  school  system  that  pays  salaries  at  least 
equal  to,  or  still  better,  slightly  above  its  neighbors,  is  in  a  better  bargain¬ 
ing  position  to  secure  the  best  of  the  teacher  supply  available. 

Well  qualified  and  able  teachers  are  usually  interested  in  the  reputa¬ 
tion  and  standards  of  a  school  system  and  the  morale  of  its  teaching  staff, 
as  well  as  the  salary  paid.  If  relatively  high  salaries  have  been  paid  over 
the  years  and  if  teachers  have  been  given  responsibilities  and  made  to 
feel  that  they  are  part  of  a  working  team,  then  high  morale  will  prevail, 
the  school  system  will  be  rated  relatively  high,  and  the  highly  qualified 
and  talented  teacher  will  be  more  likely  to  accept  an  appointment  in  the 
system  with  a  good  record  and  the  good  reputation.  Information  about  a 
school  system’s  reputation  spreads  largely  by  word  of  mouth.  Teachers 
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talk  to  their  friends  in  other  school  systems  or  to  their  younger  school 
mates  who  are  still  in  college.  It  is  as  essential  then,  to  pay  sufficiently 
high  salaries  to  an  existing  staff  of  teachers  if  a  school  system  hopes  to 
attract  the  top  quality  in  new  teachers,  as  it  is  to  pay  relatively  high  be¬ 
ginning  salaries. 

The  teacher  shortage  has  been  serious  the  last  seven  or  eight  years 
particularly  at  the  elementary  level.  All  indications  are  that  it  may  be  still 
more  serious  in  the  next  ten  years,  particularly  at  the  high  school  level 
Our  own  high  school  teaching  force,  for  example,  will  have  to  be  more 
than  doubled.  A  study  recently  published  by  the  Fund  for  the  Advancement 
of  Education,  established  by  the  Ford  Foundation,  estimates  that  in  the 
next  ten  years,  one-half  of  the  graduates  of  the  universities  and  colleges 
will  need  to  enter  teaching  to  meet  the  demand;  in  the  last  three  years 
only  one-fifth  of  the  graduates  have  become  teachers.  The  same  study 
predicts  that  the  total  teaching  force  must  expand  more  in  the  next  ten 
years  than  it  did  in  the  past  thirty-five  years. 

The  principals  and  supervisors  of  our  new  Junior  High  Schools,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  would  agree  that  these  three  new  schools  are  staffed  with  84  capable, 
conscientious  and  enthusiastic  teachers,  all  well  prepared  for  the  sub¬ 
jects  they  are  teaching.  Sixty-one  of  these  instructors  are  new  to  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  schools  in  the  last  five  years.  The  problem  of  recruiting  these 
teachers  was  a  big  one,  and  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  an  attempt 
to  secure  the  best  possible  teachers.  If  our  salaries  had  been  slightly  lower 
in  this  five-year  period,  the  task  of  recruitment  would  have  been  doubly 
hard  and  the  results  in  the  competency  of  tne  teaching  staffs  would  have 
been  lower. 

The  salary  levels  paid  Weymouth’s  teachers  in  the  next  ten  years  must 
be  maintained  at  a  level  comparable  to  the  whole  metropolitan  area  il 
we  are  to  continue  to  recruit  fully  prepared,  experienced  and  capable 
teachers  for  our  growing  high  school,  as  well  as  for  the  growth  and  re¬ 
placement  needs  in  the  junior  high  and  elementary  schools. 

How  Weymouth’s  average  salaries  have  compared  in  the  last  fourteen 
years  with  the  average  salaries  in  the  State  is  shown  in  the  table  below. 
Can  anyone  seriously  believe  that  Weymouth  is  overpaying  its  teachers 
when  the  average  annual  salary  is  only  $76,00  higher  than  the  State  average  ?

The  estimates  for  the  1956  School  Budget  will  be  found  on  pages 
272-273-274  following  the  report  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  appropriation  required  is  15  per  cent  greater  than  in  1955.  An 
increase  in  the  enrolment  of  650  pupils,  the  opening  of  three  new  schools, 
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and  the  assignment  of  65  per  cent  of  the  school  enrolment  in  new  build¬ 
ings,  or  buildings  with  new  additions,  has  increased  the  costs.  For  example, 
last  year  over  2,000  pupils  were  housed  in  the  High  and  Vocational  Schools 
with  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  on  double  sessions.  This  year 
the  High  School  plant  has  about  1,400  pupils,  with  approximately  the  same 
overhead  and  operating  costs,  and  the  overhead  and  operating  costs  ol 
the  new  Central  Junior  High  School,  with  950  pupils,  has  been  added  to 
the  budget.

A  further  analysis  of  the  above  chart  shows  that  of  the  total  in¬ 
crease  in  instructional  salaries,  $137,249.00  or  60%  was  due  to  additional 
teachers,  necessitated  by  increased  enrolments;  $6,085.00  or  2.6%  was  due 
to  added  costs  of  special  payments  caused  by  the  increased  number  ol 
pupils  or  teachers;  $24,683.00  or  10.8%  to  annual  increases  provided  by  the 
salary  schedule;  and  $61,050.00  or  26.6%  was  due  to  general  salary  increases. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  receipts  which  will  be  paid  the  Town  in  1956 
as  State  reimbursements  for  school  expenditures,  for  tuition,  and  for  sales 
and  damages  will  total  $413,775.00.  This  is  approximately  $47,000.00  more 
than  was  received  in  1955  and  it  will  help  materially  in  paying  the  in¬ 
creased  cost  of  school  support  in  1956. 

In  1955  Weymouth  received  $60,161.00  in  federal  funds  under  Public 
Law  874,  based  on  the  number  of  pupils  attending  our  schools  whose 
parents  either  lived  on  or  were  employed  on  federal  property.  We  will 
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receive  an  additional  payment  in  1956  of  $2,850.00  on  the  1955  entitlement 
Our  1956  entitlement  will  be  about  $63,000.00.  We  will  definitely  receive  at 
least  $46,000.00  of  this  amount,  and  the  balance  will  be  paid  if  Congress 
makes  a  supplementary  appropriation. 

This  federal  money  by  State  law  is  available  for  expenditure  by  the 
School  Committee  without  re-appropriation  by  the  Town  Meeting.  The 
1955  School  Budget  was  reduced  by  $15,087.04,  the  amount  of  the  unen¬ 
cumbered  balance  in  the  1954  Federal  fund.  In  accordance  with  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Appropriation  Committee,  the  School  Committee  is  return¬ 
ing  a  balance  of  $41,795.74  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  account  in  lieu 
of  the  expenditure  of  $41,775.07  from  federal  funds  during  1955.  (See  the 
report  on  page  274.) 

Our  cost  per  pupil  for  current  day  school  expenditures  continues  low 
among  the  large  communities  of  the  State.  Of  the  forty-seven  cities  and 
towns  in  Massachusetts  with  a  population  of  20,000  or  more,  only  six  have 
a  lower  per  pupil  cost  than  Weymouth,  and  four  of  these  are  only  from 
two  to  six  dollars  less  than  Weymouth.  If  Weymouth  had  spent  as  mucli 
per  pupil  as  the  State  average,  our  school  appropriation  would  have  needed 
to  be  increased  $207,035.00;  if  we  had  spent  as  much  as  the  average  for 
the  cities,  the  amount  of  the  increase  needed  would  be  $285,013.00. 

The  table  on  page  314  shows  the  percentage  distribution  of  expendi¬ 
tures  for  the  last  five  years.  Note,  that  notwithstanding  the  rapid  growth 
in  our  school  system  with  all  the  changes  due  to  the  opening  of  new  build¬ 
ings,  the  addition  of  many  new  teachers,  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  transported,  the  changes  in  the  quantity  and  prices  of  all  types  oi 
materials  and  supplies  used  in  the  schools  and  in  the  cost  of  fuel,  light, 
telephones,  etc.,  that  the  relative  amounts  spent  on  various  divisions  oi 
the  budget  remains  relatively  stable.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  budget  expended  for  salaries  has  fluctuated  either  just 
above  or  just  below  80%  in  all  five  years. 

New  Administrative  Offices 

The  School  Committee  is  sponsoring  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  foi 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  requesting  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase 
of  the  old  Telephone  Exchange  building  on  Middle  Street  near  the  High 
School,  to  be  used  as  a  School  Administration  Building.  The  Article  also 
requests  funds  to  remodel  and  furnish  the  building. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools5  Office  has  been  located  in  the  High 
School  since  it  was  built  in  1898.  When  the  first  addition  to  the  High 
School  was  built  in  1924,  new  rooms  for  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent’s  office  were  provided.  These  quarters  have  now  become 
altogether  too  small.  A  new  office  for  the  Director  of  Instruction  and  hei 
assistant  and  secretary  was  partitioned  off  the  Agricultural  room  five  years 
ago.  If  new  quarters  are  not  secured,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  over  an¬ 
other  high  school  classroom  this  summer  for  additional  office  space.  Within 
two  or  three  years5  time,  the  increased  enrolment  in  the  high  school  will 
demand  the  utilization  of  all  rooms  for  instructional  purposes. 

The  question  of  more  adequate  offices  for  the  administrative  and  su¬ 
pervisory  staff  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  School  Committee  for 
some  time.  The  Superintendent  proposed  five  years  ago  that  a  separate 
building  be  erected  on  the  high  school  grounds.  The  School  Committee 
lias  deferred  action  because  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  new  building. 
The  conversion  of  the  Jefferson  School  for  administrative  offices  has  also 
been  considered,  but  this  building  is  still  needed  to  house  elementary 
pupils.  The  location  of  the  old  Telephone  building  near  the  High  School 
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and  the  Town  Hall  has  decided  advantages.  Consequently,  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  purchase  this  building  at  a  very  low  cost  is  the  most  economical 
answer  to  a  problem  that  needs  an  immediate  solution. 

Conclusion 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  school  system  in  the  last  seven  or  eight  years 
has  brought  many  problems  which  pressed  for  decision.  The  proper  solution 
of  these  problems,  together  with  the  need  for  maintaining  the  high  stand¬ 
ards  of  our  schools  during  this  period  of  expansion,  has  meant  long  hours 
cf  work  for  everyone  connected  with  the  Weymouth  schools.  We  hope 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  improvement  of  our  instructional  program 
guided  and  directed  by  our  staff  of  competent  principals,  supervisors,  and 
directors.  The  Weymouth  schools  are  staffed  by  capable,  conscientious 
and  enthusiastic  teachers  who  deserve  all  the  credit  due  them  in  theii 
all-important  job  of  molding  the  minds  and  characters  of  the  citizens  ol 
tomorrow. 

To  the  office  staff,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  their  long  hours 
of  overtime  work  without  extra  compensation  and  for  their  whole-hearted 
cooperation  throughout  the  year.  To  the  School  Committee,  I  extend  ap¬ 
preciation  for  friendly  counsel  and  support  and  full  recognition  for  the 
countless  hours  they  selflessly  give  to  the  many  problems  confronting  oui 
schools  in  this  critical  period.

SUPERVISION  AND  CURRICULUM  CONSTRUCTION 
REPORT  OF  FLORA  H.  McGRATH 

Director  of  Instruction 

Organized  courses  and  planned  supervision  attempt  to  maintain  those 
standards  which  time  and  use  have  proved  to  be  of  high  quality  and  to 
add  those  practices  which  have  been  designed  to  enrich  the  work  of  the 
classroom.  With  the  absorption  of  many  inexperienced  teachers,  subtle 
changes  take  place  in  instructional  procedures  unless  there  is  a  continued 
effort  to  perpetuate  those  practices  accepted  by  the  majority  of  successful 
teachers  as  preferable. 

ARITHMETIC  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

This  year  has  seen  the  practical  application  throughout  the  town  of 
the  intensive  efforts  of  those  teachers  wh6  formulated  the  new  arithmetic 
courses  of  study  for  grades  I  through  VI.  The  compilation  and  editing  of 
these  courses  again  brought  to  our  attention  the  invaluable  service  offered 
to  the  learning  situation  through  the  organization  and  planning  of  these 
materials. 

The  course  for  grades  VII  and  VIII  is  not  completed.  However,  enough 
work  has  already  been  done  on  the  grade  VII  course  to  insure  completion 
in  1956. 

We  regret  that  we  are  not  able  to  fill  the  many  requests  from  other 
places  that  have  come  to  us  following  the  completion  and  use  of  this  new 
course,  but  the  expense  and  time  involved  do  not  permit  this  procedure. 
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LANGUAGE  COURSES  OF  STUDY 

While  these  courses  are  now  in  need  of  revision,  there  has  been  only 
time  to  have  additional  copies  made  of  the  unrevised  edition  to  meet  our 
immediate  needs.  With  the  present  schedule  now  being  followed,  any  an¬ 
ticipated  time  for  revision  is  not  yet  in  sight. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

The  use  of  town-wide  surveys  through  the  use  of  standardized  and 
teacher-made  tests  continues  to  be  an  effective  means  of  indicating 
strengths  and  weaknesses  in  our  academic  program. 


ARITHMETIC  TESTS 

From  January  through  March  1955,  arithmetic  tests  were  given  in  all 
grades  IV  through  VI  with  most  encouraging  results.

Of  75  classes  tested,  45  classes  had  medians  ranging  from  70  to  100. 
Low  scores  in  some  classes  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  it  was 
necessary  to  give  some  of  the  tests  very  early  in  the  school  year  with  an 
introduction  of  new  and  more  difficult  material. 

In  April,  May,  and  June  of  1955,  a  language  survey  was  conducted  in 
grades  VII  and  VIII  with  tests  which  included  not  only  technical  gram¬ 
mar,  but  spelling  and  written  composition.  In  many  cases,  the  composition 
revealed  the  wide  and  mature  reading  interests  of  the  pupils;  in  others, 
special  science  interests;  and  unfortunately  in  still  others,  the  results  in¬ 
dicated  only  a  choice  of  the  poorest  type  of  television  program.

2.  To  study  the  effect  of  size  of  class  in  grade  I 

3.  To  study  effect  of  single  session  (four  classes  were

4.  To  gather  and  pass  along  to  others  effective  pro¬ 
cedures  for  teaching  new  words  and  reviewing  those 
already  taught 

5.  To  determine  ability  of  children  to  listen  and  to  fol¬ 
low  directions 

Results:  Number  of  pupils  tested:  1,020 

Number  without  error:  478  or  47  per  cent 

The  results  of  the  survey  were  graphed.  Practices  which  have  proved 
effective  in  the  introduction  of  new  words,  in  the  daily  word  drill,  and  in 
the  types  of  vocabulary  checks  were  gathered  and  distributed  to  the 
teachers  of  grade  I.  It  is  felt  that  this  will  prove  of  help  to  new  teachers 
throughout  the  year. 

REMEDIAL  READING 

In  the  reports  of  the  remedial  reading  teachers  this  year,  all  are  in 
agreement  as  to  what  they  consider  the  three  outstanding  causes  of 
reading  failure  —  mental  immaturity,  excessive  absence,  and  numerous 
transfers  from  one  school  system  to  another.

In  one  school  25  per  cent  of  the  pupils  had  made  enough  gain  in  one 
year  to  be  discharged  from  the  class,  7  per  cent  were  promoted  to  the 
Junior  High  School,  3  pre  cent  were  transferred  to  the  Junior  Manual  Arts 
Class,  and  12  per  cent  were  transferred  to  other  school  systems.  In  nearly 
every  case  a  gain  in  reading  achievement  has  been  noted. 

Again,  the  preponderance  of  boys  in  the  remedial  classes  is  signifi¬ 
cant  in  that  it  bears  out  what  is  now  quite  generally  accepted:  namely, 
the  slower  rate  of  maturation  of  boys  during  the  early  school  years. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  remedial  or  an  adjusted  program  be  ini¬ 
tiated  on  the  junior  high  school  level  in  order  to  give  to  these  slower  mov¬ 
ing  groups  a  better  opportunity  to  achieve  at  their  level. 

MENTAL  ABILITY  TESTING 

All  pupils  in  grades  I  through  VI  now  have  had  one  or  more  menta' 
ability  tests.  This  work  was  concluded  for  the  year  1955  in  November. 

STANFORD-BINET 

All  pupils  classified  in  the  following  groups  were  given  individual 
Binet  tests: 

1.  All  children  whose  scores  on  group  mental  ability  tests  were 
extremely  low 

2.  At  the  request  of  the  principal,  to  all  children  who  were  hav¬ 
ing  difficulty,  academic,  emotional,  or  social,  in  adjusting  to 
the  school  environment 

3.  To  all  children  who,  on  entering  grade  I,  showed  marked  ten¬ 
dencies  of  extreme  immaturity 

4.  To  all  pupils  recommended  for  the  Junior  Manual  Arts  and 
Trainable  Classes. 

INDIVIDUAL  PUPIL  ADJUSTMENT 

The  greater  the  increase  in  school  population,  the  greater  the  num¬ 
ber  of  problems  which  arise  in  the  program  of  pupil  adjustment.  We  have 
in  the  grade  schools  today  a  number  of  pupils  who  would  profit  by  the 
work  of  the  Junior  Manual  Arts  Class,  but  each  of  these  cases  requires 
much  individual  attention  before  placement.  He  must  first  be  given  a 
Binet  test,  the  results  of  which  are  compared  with  his  previous  testing 
records.  This,  together  with  the  teacher’s  observation  and  adjustment  de¬ 
termine  to  some  degree  the  pupil’s  ability  to  achieve.  The  next  step  in 
this  adjustment  is  a  home  visit  made  either  in  the  day  or  evening  when¬ 
ever  the  parents  are  available. 

Monthly  meetings  have  been  held  with  staff  members  of  the  Quincy 
Child  Guidance  Clinic  of  Quincy  to  study  this  problem  of  pupil  adjust¬ 
ment.  As  a  further  service,  provided  by  state  legislation  as  a  feature  of 
the  Special  Education  Program,  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  are  to  have 
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the  services  of  Dr.  S.  Cooper  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  on  a  consulta¬ 
tion  basis. 

A  study  of  this  adjustment  problem  indicates  a  need  for  a  full-time 
trained  psychologist  or  an  elementary  guidance  consultant  to  take  over 
the  many  individual  problems  now  being  handled  by  the  Directors  of  In¬ 
struction. 

COMMUNITY  STIMULATED  PROJECTS 

In  cooperation  with  the  Weymouth  Fire  Department,  the  children  of 
grade  VI  entered  an  essay  contest  emphasizing  need  for  fire  prevention. 
It  is  felt  that  this  helps  to  make  children  more  keenly  aware  of  the  causes 
and  prevention  of  fires,  especially  in  their  own  homes. 

The  annual  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the  Weymouth  Rotary  Club 
held  its  reading  of  the  winning  essays  on  June  13.  The  subject,  “My  Debt 
to  America”,  in  which  568  grade  VIII  pupils  participated,  was  an  inspir¬ 
ing  choice.  Money  awards  of  $15.00,  $10.00,  and  $5.00  were  made  to  the 
winners.  Two  Quiz-down  Globe  programs  were  held  this  year  with  fhe 
Pond  and  Pratt  Schools  participating  in  the  spring  and  the  Johnson  and 
Athens  Schools  entering  this  fall. 

Through  the  Moral  and  Spiritual  Values  Committee,  an  excellent 
letter  writing  contest  was  conducted.  Pupils  wrote  to  President  Eisenhower 
requesting  that  “In  God  We  Trust”  be  the  motto  for  all  schools  in  the 
United  States. 

These  contests  have  value  in  that  they  stimulate  great  interest  in  a 
selected  subject. 

ORIGINAL  UNITS  AND  RELATED  CLASSROOM  ACTIVITIES 

Many  excellent  units  on  science,  literature,  history,  and  geography 
which  are  always  an  indication  of  dynamic  teaching,  have  been  observed 
throughout  the  schools.  This  may  be  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  invitations  extended  to  Weymouth  teachers  to  participate 
in  educational  panels  throughout  the  state. 

CONCLUSION 

To  Mr.  Mapes,  Superinendent  of  Schools,  to  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  to  Miss  Dorothy  Gallant,  Assistant,  and  to  the  teachers  and 
principals,  I  wish  to  extend  my  continued  appreciation  for  the  coopera¬ 
tion  and  assistance  which  I  have  received. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  Wallace  L.  Whittle,  Principal 

In  the  past  few  years,  the  high  school  has  been  kept  off-balance  or 
upset  by  pupils  going  to  and  coming  from  the  Bicknell  School  during  the 
school  day,  and  by  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  operating  on  an  en¬ 
tirely  different  schedule,  some  of  the  time  cn  double  sessions.  Also,  there 
were  many  in  the  ninth  grades  during  the  past  two  years  who  preferred 
vocational  school  work  to  high  school  work  but  could  not  enter  the  voca¬ 
tional  school  until  the  tenth  grade.  These  conditions  caused  a  great  deal 
of  friction,  unrest  and  confusion. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  high  school  is  operating  as  a  three- 
year  school.  The  above  mentioned  conditions  are  no  longer  present  and 
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the  general  improvement  in  the  attitude,  deportment  and  morale  of  the 
pupils  reflects  the  change.  We  are  all  happy  and  grateful  that  this  par¬ 
ticular  phase  of  our  “growing  pains”  is  over. 

*  At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  eleven  hundred  (1100) 
pupils  in  the  main  high  school.  Next  year  we  shall  have  at  least  eighty- 
five  more  Weymouth  pupils  in  addition  to  one  hundred  thirty  pupils  from 
Hull.  This  increase  will  necessitate  the  addition  of  nine  more  teachers  to 
the  high  school  staff.  Fortunately,  the  cost  of  this  increase  will  be  borne 
by  the  town  of  Hull.  In  the  following  year,  we  shall  need  to  keep  these 
nine  teachers  and  add  at  least  three  more  as  tne  enrollment  for  Wey¬ 
mouth  pupils  alone  will  approach  the  fourteen  hundred  mark. 

With  the  availablity  of  two  music  instructors  for  the  first  time,  we 
have  been  able  to  schedule  band,  orchestra,  and  choir  five  times  a  week. 
In  the  past,  those  subjects  have  been  scheduled  two  or  three  times  a 
week,  with  the  choir  meeting  after  school  hours.  The  orchestra,  which 
meets  before  school,  and  the  choir,  which  meets  at  noon,  use  the  audi¬ 
torium;  the  band  meets  at  noon  in  the  boys’  gymnasium.  Although  we 
do  not  like  to  use  the  auditorium  at  noon  for  music,  as  it  could  well  be 
used  for  other  meetings,  the  program  is  a  distinct  improvement,  and 
should  eventually  lead  to  better  musical  groups. 

As  I  mentioned  last  year,  our  athletic  income  has  been  constantly 
dwindling  and  this  year,  because  of  the  extremely  wet  fall,  it  has  been 
far  below  normal.  It  appears  that  in  order  to  continue  at  our  present 
level,  an  appropriation  by  the  town  of  approximately  $8,000  will  be  ne¬ 
cessary. 

We  have  on  the  student  council  a  group  of  young  people  who  are 
putting  far  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  time  and  thought  into  im¬ 
proving  the  school.  They  have  sixteen  committees,  each  with  a  faculty 
adviser,  meeting  regularly  and  sincerely  striving  to  be  of  real  benefit  to 
the  student  body.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  attitude  and  in¬ 
terest.  Such  a  group  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  school. 

Two  new  clubs  have  been  formed.  The  Camera  Club  has  a  member¬ 
ship  of  twenty,  and  the  Dramatic  Club  with  160  members  has  proved  to 
be  exceptionally  popular.  Both  of  these  clubs  meet  and  have  their  activi¬ 
ties  after  school  hours. 

Open  house  for  parents  was  held  on  December  12th.  Each  parent  fol¬ 
lowed  his  child’s  program  for  one  day,  thus  meeting  in  class  with  each 
teacher,  who  discussed  the  purpose,  content,  value,  etc.  of  his  subject. 
After  the  completion  of  the  formal  program,  refreshments  were  served, 
and  the  parents  given  the  opportunity  to  discuss  at  length  with  the  teacn- 
ers  any  problems  that  their  children  might  have.  The  reaction  of  both 
parents  and  teachers  was  extremely  favorable.  Tne  program  unquestion¬ 
ably  was  the  most  successful  that  we  have  had  at  the  school.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 
Report  of  Ray  G.  Parker,  Director 

The  enrollment  of  our  school  on  September  12,  1955  was  231  and  had 
increased  to  246  by  September  30.  This  is  a  slight  increase  over  1954. 

There  have  been  fewer  boys  enrolled  from  outside  towns  this  year 
The  reason  for  this  is  we  do  not  admit  any  boy  who  has  not  completed 
the  ninth  grade.  There  has  also  been  a  tendency  to  have  only  those  boys 
who  are  interested  in  a  trade  attend  rather  than  those  who  are  discon¬ 
tented  in  school  and  remaining  only  until  they  become  sixteen  years  of 
age. 


The  junior  high  schools  are  now  taking  care  of  the  training  in  the 
ninth  grade,  and  there  the  shop  program  is  set  up  to  give  the  boys  short 
courses  in  each  trade  so  that  they  can  make  a  wiser  decision  as  to  the 
kind  of  work  they  like  best. 

The  enrollment  predictions  indicate  that  by  the  1960’s  there  will  be 
approximately  500  boys  who  will  want  trade  training,  and  it  is  important 
that  we  provide  shops  and  classrooms  for  them.  The  State  Department  of 
Vocational  Education  is  prepared  to  help  us  conduct  a  survey  which  will 
aid  us  in  selecting  the  type  of  additional  courses  which  we  should  offer. 

The  deportment  in  the  school  shows  an  improvement  this  year  which 
is  due  to  the  following  reasons:  the  boys  are  a  year  older  entering  from 
the  junior  high  schools;  the  merit  award  system  established  in  1954  al- 
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lows  a  gold  pin  suitably  inscribed  to  one  boy  in  each  department  who  is 
rated  as  an  outstanding  school  citizen.  If  the  same  ooy  wins  a  second  time, 
he  is  given  a  certificate.  The  boy  who  has  the  greatest  number  of  points 
at  the  end  of  the  year  receives  a  plaque. 

The  Student  Government  Committee  is  continuing  to  do  an  excellent 
job  of  promoting  good  citizenship.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  is  Robert 
Fay,  who  is  the  senior  class  president.  Only  the  more  serious  cases  of  poor 
discipline  are  handled  by  this  group. 

The  Open  House  which  is  held  in  May  each  year  was  well  attended. 
The  shops  and  classrooms  were  open  as  well  as  the  home  of  Mr.  Lynch 
and  the  house  that  was  being  built  for  Mr.  Tracy.  We  are  always  glad  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  meeting  the  parents  and  friends  and  have  them 
see  the  type  of  training  that  is  offered  here. 

Our  school  entered  a  contest  sponsored  by  the  Ford  Motor  Company 
which  awards  prizes  each  year  for  projects  submitted  from  all  over  the 
country.  Louis  Marshall,  a  graduate  of  the  cabinetmaking  department, 
was  awarded  fourth  prize  which  consisted  of  a  cash  prize,  a  gold  pin  and 
a  certificate.  This  was  one  of  more  than  40,000  entries  representing  every 
type  of  craft  taught  in  shop,  drawing  and  graphic  arts  classes.  More  than 
5000  projects  selected  from  1000  schools  in  600  cities  in  every  state  and 
territory  and  province  of  Ontario  were  represented  in  the  final  judging 
contest. 

The  State  Department  of  Vocational  Education  requested  us  to  join 
a  selected  group  in  a  nation-wide  program  of  a  new  series  of  tests  de¬ 
signed  for  a  better  means  of  selection  of  courses  in  secondary  schools  and 
especially  in  the  vocational  schools.  The  department  has  been  working 
toward  this  goal  for  some  time. 

There  have  been  sixty-six  boys  trained  in  the  driver  education  classes 
and  fifty-one  of  them  have  received  their  driver’s  licenses. 

The  classes  in  Problems  of  Democracy  have  the  experience  of  having, 
in  addition  to  their  regular  recitations,  speakers  from  various  branches 
of  industry,  business  and  the  armed  forces.  They  made  a  trip  to  the  State 
House  where  they  were  conducted  on  a  tour  of  the  building.  While  visit¬ 
ing  the  House  of  Representatives,  they  were  given  formal  recognition  by 
the  members.  They  also  visited  the  hearing  rooms  and  the  Senate  Cham¬ 
ber.  Our  local  Representatives,  Messrs.  William  Connell  and  George  Thomp¬ 
son,  were  hosts  for  the  day.  They  also  visited  the  Quincy  District  Court 
where  they  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  justice  in  action  first  hand. 

Our  placement  continues  to  run  high  and  any  boy  who  wanted  to 
have  a  job  was  placed  at  the  trade  for  which  he  was  trained. 

In  the  Auto  Repair  Department,  there  were  648  jobs  completed  with 
a  market  value  of  $6,249.48.  The  boys  are  trained  in  every  area  that  will 
be  found  in  the  average  garage. 

In  the  Cabinetmaking  Department,  there  were  233  jobs  completed 
with  a  market  value  of  $8,809.25.  These  projects  include  any  type  of  work 
found  in  a  furniture  factory  or  cabinetmaking  shop. 

In  the  Carpentry  Department,  there  were  182  jobs  completed  which 
had  a  market  value  of  $37,719.34.  These  projects  include  some  work  for 
the  school  department,  kitchen  cabinets,  garden  furniture  and  many  small 
items.  Some  of  the  larger  projects  include  a  refreshment  stand  at  Legion 
Field  and  a  dog  pound  for  the  Health  Department.  This  last  project  is 
not  complete.  The  juniors  and  seniors  completed  a  home  for  Edward  Tracy 
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at  132  Mount  Vernon  East  in  June.  This  is  a  six-room  Cape  Cod  house 
with  a  two-car  garage  attached.  A  house  was  started  in  September  for 
Edward  McIntosh  at  12  Grove  Street.  This  is  a  five-room  colonial-style 
house  with  garage  attached,  and  will  be  finished  in  June,  1956. 

The  Printing  Department  completed  288  jobs  with  a  market  value  of 
$19,046.28.  The  projects  of  this  department  are  continuing  to  receive  fa¬ 
vorable  comments  from  the  townspeople  and  those  in  the  printing  trade. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Deparment  completed  240  jobs  with  a  market  value 
of  $8,854.88.  There  were  many  small  projects  selected  for  construction  and 
some  heating  and  dust  collector  systems.  The  boys  in  the  shop  completed 
the  installation  of  the  heating  system  for  Mr.  Tracy  and  work  has  been 
started  on  the  new  house  for  Mr.  McIntosh.  The  boys  have  fabricated  the 
duct  system  for  the  South  Junior  High  School  and  have  completed  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  dust  collector  system  in  the  cabinetmaking  and  also  the  car¬ 
pentry  shops.  Also  built  and  installed  was  the  duct  work  for  the  new 
vacuum  system  in  the  high  school  boiler  room. 

The  printing  related  work  covers  mathematics,  science,  proofreading 
and  layout.  The  carpentry  and  cabinetmaking  related  work  consists  of 
mathematics,  science,  theory  and  all  important  phases  of  the  trade  are 
covered  in  their  instruction.  In  the  related  drawing  classes  for  carpentry 
and  cabinetmaking  all  of  the  projects  which  go  through  the  shop  are 
drawn  by  the  boys  before  they  are  made,  except  in  a  few  instances.  The 
houses  are  designed  by  the  boys  to  the  specifications  of  the  home  owners. 
There  are  many  drawings  made  in  this  department  for  the  school  depart¬ 
ment  and  others.  Auto  repair  drawing  consists  of  mechanical,  automotive 
electrical,  and  diagrams.  Related  work  in  sheet  metal  includes  mathe¬ 
matics,  science,  theory  and  drawing.  These  are  included  in  the  planning 
of  the  shop  projects  for  a  forced  warm  air  heating  system,  on  the  new 
houses  built  by  the  carpentry  classes,  and  the  dust  collecting  system  a*- 
South  Junior  High  School. 

Of  this  year’s  sophomores,  80  had  completed  the  9th  grade,  14  were 
members  of  or  had  completed  the  10th  grade,  and  1  the  12th.  Seven  were 
repeaters  from  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  ACADEMY 


AVENUE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


Our  Committee  held  its  organization  meeting  on  September  16,  1952, 
and  a  report  of  its  activities  will  be  found  on  pages  324  and  325  of  the  Town 
Report  for  1953  and  page  301  of  the  Town  Report  for  1954. 

The  Central  Junior  High  School  and  the  Academy  Avenue  School  were 
occupied  by  the  students  at  the  opening  of  school  for  the  fall  term  on 
September  19,  1955.  An  Open  House  was  held  at  the  Academy  Avenue 
School  on  Sunday,  November  20,  and  an  Open  House  and  Dedication  at  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  on  Sunday,  December  4.. 

The  Committee  officially  voted  to  accept  the  Academy  Avenue  School 
as  substantially  completed  as  of  December  1,  1955,  and  the  Central  Junior 
High  School  as  substantially  completed  as  of  January  5,  1956.  Final  pay¬ 
ments  will  be  due  on  the  Academy  Avenue  School  as  of  February  1,  1956, 
and  the  Central  Junior  High  School  as  of  March  10,  1956.  In  both  cases 
small  sums  will  be  held  in  escrow  to  insure  the  completion  of  site  work  still 
uncompleted.  This  will  mean  that  monthly  meetings  of  the  Committee 
will  probably  be  necessary  through  at  least  June,  1956. 

Financial  statements  for  both  construction  jobs  follow  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  TALBOT  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

Our  Committee  held  its  organization  meeting  on  January  27,  1954,  and 
a  report  of  its  actions  through  the  year  1954  will  be  found  on  pages  301 
and  302  of  the  Town  Report  for  1954. 

Construction  proceeded  on  schedule  from  the  start  on  October  13,  1954, 
until  the  school  was  occupied  by  the  pupils  on  October  31,  1955.  Due  to 
the  wet  conditions  prevailing  in  the  early  fall,  the  final  grading  and  seeding 
of  the  playground  was  not  completed.  The  Committee  has  accepted  a  credit 
from  the  contractor  of  $4,200.00  for  this  work,  and  it  plans  to  advertise  for 
bids  and  let  a  separate  contract  early  in  the  spring  for  the  grading  and 
seeding  work. 

The  contractor’s  final  payment  is  due  January  14,  1956,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  voted  to  hold  $3,500.00  in  escrow;  $2,500.00  of  this  amount  is 
being  held  until  the  paving  in  the  parking  area  and  hard-surfaced  play¬ 
ground,  which  have  many  low  spots,  is  satisfactorily  completed,  and  $1,000.00 
to  cover  the  various  minor  items  in  the  building  still  to  be  corrected. 
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A  breakdown  of  the  approximate  final  costs  for  the  job  is  given  below:

REPORT  OF  THE  EAST  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

COMMITTEE 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1955  appropriated  $28,000.00 
for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  elementary  school 
to  be  erected  on  the  East  Weymouth  playground  and  authorized  the  Mod¬ 
erator  to  appoint  a  Building  Committee  of  seven  members  for  this  school. 

The  Committee  held  their  organization  meeting  on  May  23,  1955,  and 
scheduled  meetings  to  interview  architects  and  to  visit  schools  constructed 
by  the  various  architects  under  consideration.  On  July  6,  following  six 
meetings  and  three  visitation  trips,  the  Committee  unanimously  selected 
J.  Williams  Beal  Sens  of  Boston  as  the  architects  for  the  new  school.  On 
August  22,  the  preliminary  sketches  and  plans  for  the  building  were  ap¬ 
proved.  On  December  7,  the  final  plans  and  specifications  were  approved, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 

Bids  were  opened  on  December  31.  Fourteen  bids  were  received,  and 
at  a  meeting  that  day  the  Committee  adopted  a  budget,  based  on  the  low 
adjusted  bid,  totaling  $548,000.00,  with  the  net  amount  of  $520,000.00  to  be 
requested  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  January  23.
